Another Swindler. 


Another swindler has been working 
Quincy for the past two weeks and 60 
successful has he been that two hundred 
and thirty people have parted with $1.75 
with the expectation of getting something 
of ten times that value in return. As s0 
many people have been taken in by 
swindlers in the past, it seems strange 
that when anyone who made such an 
offer as these parties did, they should find 
so many who would be taken in, It only 
shows, however, that a man with a smcoth 
tongue can find plenty of victims. 

The parties have been working this city 
for about two weeks. They have been 
making a systematic house to house canvass 
soliciting subscriptions to the Ladies’ Home 
Journal. As an inducement they offered 
to give twelve large oak framed lithographs 
and a year’s subscription to the above 
name journal for $1.75. Just think of it, 
the regular price of the Journal is $1 and 
for the seventy-five cents they were to give 
you what was worth outside of the pictures 
over $12. 

The bait was a tempting one and as said 
before, something over two hundred Quincy 
people swallowed it and parted with $1.75. 

One of the ladies who subscribed 
became suspicious when her journal did 
not arrive, and wrote the home office 
which promptly informed her that the 
parties were swindlers. She notified Chief 
of Police Langley who has been watching 
for the parties. 

The officers were unable to find them, 
however, until Wednesday evening when 
Officer Ferguson arrested one of the fellows 
at the depot. 

He refused to give his name to the 
officers, but that availed him nothing, as 
they already knew that it was Richard 
Calef. 

While sitting behind the bars at the 
police station he told the following story: 

“My trade is a jeweller, and I came from 
the West in search of work. About five 
weeks ago I met a man in a billiard hall in 
Providence who gave his name as C, H. 
Booth. When he learned tbat I was out 
of work he offered to employ me as an 
agent. I was to receive $12 per week and 
a commission of twenty cents on every 
subscriber I secured. We worked in a 
number of places, coming to Quincy two 
weeks ago. I supposed everything was all 
right until Tuesday when I learned that it 
wasa swindle. I met Booth in Boston 
Tuesday afternoon and told him it was a 
swindle. He denied it at first but after- 
wards owned that it was. I did not know 
what to do, but I came back to Quincy and 
was arrested.”’ 

The officers are inclined to place some 
reliance on Calef’s story. He was arraigned 
in court,

I[t is trua that 
American wage earners are more intelligent, 
energetic and inventive than the workmen 
of foreign countries, and it is because they 
are pajd higher wages. It will be found 
that wherever poor wages and long hours 
are the rule, the people are ignorant and 
miserable. The mere pittance which they 
receive will not gllow them to buy any re- 
fining luxuries, and their Jong hours prevent 
any efforts to ward self culture, and they 
are only able to secure the barest necessi- 
ties of life. On the other hand high wages 
and short hours give the working people a 
chance to surround their homes with the 
refinements of life, and ample time is found 
in which to educate themselves and their 
children. Thus it will be seen that the 
intelligence of the workmen of the United 
States is directly due to high wages, and 
should the scale of these wages be reduced, 
it would not take long to bring the people 
to a conditition of poverty and want which 


>! would force them to put their children to 


work without giving them any education. 
Thug the coming generation would be on a 
level with foreign labor. It is protection 
which causes high wages to be paid, and 
fosters intelligence and progress. Will the 
American people be willing to turn the 
wheels of progress backward? Will they 
allow congress to destroy the mainstay of 
their hopes? We thivk they will not and 
that, regardless of small partisan spite, 
they will unite with the republican party 
this fall in maintaining the protective 
tariff.

Councilman Adams was the only ab- 
sentee at the regular meeting of the City 
Council Monday evening. 

Cross Street. 

Commissioner Ewell returned the order 
making an appropriation for a change of 
grade of Cross street, all the abutters 
refusing to release claims for damages. 
Referred to Committee on Streets. 

Jurors Drawn. 

Upon notice and motion the following 
jurors were drawn for the civil session of 
the Superior court: Jonathan Baxter, 
William Allison and Fred H. Coombs. 

Water Bonds, 

Mayor Fairbanks requested a change in 
the water bond order that $20,000 in bonds 
might be issued in denomination of $500 
instead of $1000. 

Councilman Moxen offered an order au- 
thorizing the treasurer to issue $20,000 of 
the water bonds in denominations of $500 
each, instead of $1,000 each. Adopted. 

High School Plains. 

The Mayor, as requested, submitted 
plans for a new High schoolhouse. Six- 
teen had entered the competition aud the 
one weeting the approval of the School 
Committee and Mayor will cost as follows: 
Building $57,000; heating and ventilating, 
$3,500; supervision, $1000. The Mayor 
suggested that if work was begun promptly 
the building could be completed for the 
fall term of 1894. He flso believed a 


better contract could be made now than

An application of W. H. Brasee for an 
auctioneer’s license was granted, 

Petitions. 

A petition of the Boston Fire and Police 
Notification Company, asking to be noti- 
fied promptly of all fires and other privi- 
leges, was referred to the Committee on 
Fire Department and Police. 

Andrew Milne and others petitioned for 
a street light at the corner of Water and 
Liberty streets. To Committee on Lights. 

H. O. Souther and others petitioned for 
the improvement of Mill street. To Com- 
mittee on Streets. 

Heury R. Askew presented aclaim for 
personal injuries received at the corner of 
Union and Baxter streets in September. 
Referred to Executive Department. 

Frank Copp and others petitioned for the 
extension of Glencoe place to Elm street or 
to High school avenue. 

Police Vacations. 

The Committee on Fire Department and 
Police, reported favorable on the recom- 
mendation of the Mayor, that the perma- 
nent members of the police force be given 
one week's vacation and reported an order 
appropriating $125 for the pay of substi- 
tutes. Order ordained. 

Hose House Plans. 

The joint committee on Fire Department 
and Police reported adversely on the plans 
submitted by the Mayor for hose houses in 
Wards Two and Four, believing the build- 
ings should be of brick rather than wood. 


The committee reported the following order: 

OrpDERED,—That the Mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized to procure plans for a 
brick hose house in Ward Four, to be 
located upon alot of land in Ward Four to 
be determined upon later, the dimension 
and general arrangements of said building 
to correspond with plans recently submitted 
to the committee; and the sum of $200 
is hereby appropriated for the payment of 
the cost of said plans; and the City 
Treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow 
said sum of $200 and to issue therefor one 
note of the city for $200, payable in one 
year from date of issue, at a rate of inter- 
est not to exceed six per centum per 
apnum. 

The order took its first reading. 

Councilman Federhen offered an amend- 
ment to strike out ‘‘to procure plans,’ and 
insert, ‘to publicly advertise for and sub- 
mit to the City Council plans.” 

The amendment provoked considerable 
discussion. Councilman Federhen thought 
there had been an unjust discrimination 
against architects. 

Councilmen Moxon, Baker, Anderson, 
Badger, Shackley, Johnson, Robbins and 
others thought it very unfair and unjust to 
use one architect's plans as a basis for 
procuring competitive plans. Few had 
objections to competitive plans but before 
the amendment was made all reference to 
existing plans should be stricken out. 

Councilman Federhen understood the 
Mayor to have furnished the plans gratuit- 
ously, and considered it no breach to use 
them as a basis. They were generally sat- 
isfactory and the architect would probably 
be selected in the end. 

Councilman Holbrook said some seemed 
to think it always “fair”? to support the 


ito! 


Mayor and “unfair” to oppose. He un- 
derstood only rough sketches had been pre- 
pared. 

Councilman Drake set him right by say- 
ing the plans were in first class shape, that 
he never saw better plans, that architect 
expected pay only if plans were used. 

The amendment was lost. 

Councilman Federhen thought he had 
the laugh on the Council in that members 
bad not voted as they intended, but found 
himself mistaken. He moved to strike out 
reference to existing plans. 

Councilman Moxon thought the neces- 
sity did not now exist. 

Councilmen Baker and Brown opposed 
competitive plans. 

Councilman Lennon favored competion, 
saying the contract methods were rotten. 

Councilman Robbins thought order all 
right as it was. 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 10 
to 11 as follows: 

Yeas,—Badger, Donahoe, Federhen, 
Holbrook, Lennon, O'Connell, Owen, 
Rooney, Smith and Williams—10. 

Nays—Anderson, Baker, Bass, Brown, 
Drake, Grindell, Holden, Johnson, Moxon, 
Robbins, and Shackley—11.

Councilman Federhen offered a third 
amendment, which was unanimously 
adopted, that the trimmings should be of 
Quincy granite.

Councilman Federhen moved a suspen- 
{sion of the rules that the orcermight be 
put through. 

Suspension prevailed and the question 
was on passirg the order to a second 
| reading. 

Councilman Moxon again questioned 
jthe expediency of building of brick, as 
| these were not to be permanent buildings. 
Additions would be required in a few years. 

The o:der was passed to be ordained by a 

vote of 17 to3, as follows:

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for a public hearing October 16, on 
the petition for a brick sidewalk with 
curbing on Beale street, between Hancock 
street and railroad bridge. Adopted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order granting a location tothe N. E. T. 
& T. Co., to erect polls on Palmer street, 
between sea and Bicknell streets. Re- 
ferred. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order graating permission to Haverhan & 
Son to run guy wire across Robertson street.

Councilman Lennon moved that hose 
house be substituted for Perry’s hall in 
Ward 5. 

Councilman Brown and Robbins ob- 
jected, the hose house was out of the way 
and the citizens objected to it. 

Councilman Williams favored the 
change. He believed in making people go 
to the hose house. The people of Wards 
Two and Three had been obliged to go out 
of the ward to vote. 

Councilman Grindeil objected to going 
out of the ward to vote. 

Councilman Anderson thought it unfair 
to oppose Ward Five simply because Ward 
Three had to go out of their ward to vote.

Fire on Squantum Street, 


The fire department was called out at 
3.06 o'clock Sunday afternoon by an alarm 
from Box 61 which was for a lively blaze 


| in the old Dr. Duggan homestead on Squan- 


tum street. When the department arrived 
the whole inside of the house was a roaring 
furnace and it was plainly seen that noth- 
ing could save the building. 

The nearest hydrant was a mile away 
and the steamer was stationed at a small 
brook nearly 3000 feet away. It was there- 
fore some time before any water could be 
put on the fire, and then it was little more 
than mud and <oo late to attempt to save 
the building, as by this time the roof had 
fallen in, and the flames were coming 
through the sides, sending out a shower of 
sparks, 

The hooks were then applied and the 
building pulled down. 

The building was owned by N. G. Nick- 
erson of Wollaston, and was occupied by R. 
Augustus Duggan and William Duggan. 
It was the place where the officers recently 
found alarge quantity of the goods obtained 
from several firms by Charles Parker alias 
Charles Duggan. 

The cause of the fire was doubtless due 
to an open fire place or a defective chim- 
ney, as it started in one ¢f the rooms up 
stairs. William Duggan, one of the occu- 
pants, says that during the afternoon he 
had been burning up a lot of old rubbish, 
but says that when he went down stairs 
the fire had burned out, although it is more 
than probable that there were some live 
embers left which caused the blaze. 

The fire was discovered by parties pass- 
ing through the street, who rushed into the 
house and gave the warning. The upper 
story was then all afire and it was impos- 
sible to save any of the furniture except 
that on the lower floor, which was dam- 
aged considerably in the hasty removal. 
Mr. Duggan estimates his loss at $175 upon 
which there was no insurance. 

It was the fifth time that the house had 
been on fire. 

The house was an old one, built in 1806, 
by the late Madison Glover, and was not 
insured. Mr. Nickerson would not place 
any valued on it but the Assessors value 
it at $800. The land is probably worth 
more without it than the estate was be- 
fore the fire. 

The house had oak timbers and was 
evidently built upon honor, as it made a 
hot fire for abouttwo hours, It removes 
an old landmark and recalls the name of a 
respected citizen of years ago. Dr. Wil- 
liam B. Duggan was for many years on the 
school board, and in 1844 was one of a 
committee of four of the town chosen to 
meet the Legislative Committee to make 
the best possible arrangement so as to 
have the proposed railroad from Boston to 
Plymouth pass through the centre of the 
village of Quincy. He began to practice 
medicine in Quincy about 1826. He was 
the first clerk of the North school district 
organized in 1831 serving at various times 
for ten years. 


Mr. Adams’ Tax, 


The Assessors may have been unjustly 
criticised by some who did not understand 
the LrepGER story recently as to Mr. 
Adams’ price of $70,000, and the reported 
valuation of $75,600. The former, we 
understand, does not include all the 
property, while the latter includes all his 
real estate in Ward Oue, wherever situated.

In 1873, a fourth class office was estab- 
lished in Atlantic, in Mr. Gurney’s store,

Grant. The compensation of the post- 
master at that time was $12 per year. 
This was later changed and fourth class

The office has continued to increase un- 
der Mr. Gurney’s administration, so that 
now the compensation is in the vicinity of 
$100 per quarter. 

The office was moved to its present loca- 
tion about 1875.

Pratt voted for John Quincy Adams for 
President and voted in every election with 
the exception of 1840. 


—The Massachusetts Ploughman says:

be ander the charge of Joseph Robertson, 
who is well-known as the proprietor and 
manager of the Robertson Farm at Quincy. 


—The Press and Printer says: “If it 
were not sufficiently settled that advertising 
does pay, when done judiciously, the case 
of a Boston shoe house might be cited. 
On the 17th ult. a special sale was adver- 
tised in two papers for the following week. 
The crowd in attendance was so great that 
at 4 o'clock the first day of the sale the 
doors had to be closed to those still trying 
to get in. Advertising is the lever that 
moves the business world.””

Mr. Breed’s grandfather, Rev. John T, 
Burrell, was for many years pastor of the 
Methodist churchy Quincy Point, and 
became rector of Christ's church in 1852.

The Delinator pleased Mrs. Ritchie and 
she parted with $1.

were present from Philadelphia, and they 
testified that they had no agent by the name 
of Booth. 

Calef offered no defence and was held in 
$100 on each complaint for the grand jury. 

Deputy Sheriff Cobb of Whitman was 
present with a warrant for Calef, but he 
will not serve it until the pending cases 
are decided.

Reform Club in Boston, Nov. 18, 1892. 


Annual Meeting ¥. M, C, A. 


Seventy-five members and friends, in- 
cluding a number of ladies, were present 
at the annual meeting of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, Tuesday evening. 

President Wason presided. The exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by Mr. T. B. 
Emery. President Wason read his report, 
congratulating upon the progress which 
bad been made. He spoke especially of 
the physical department in charge of E. R. 
Johnson, the work of the Young Men's 
Congress, and the aid given by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. 

The report of the finances committee 
was given by Mr. A. D. Albee. The total 
amount received from subscriptions and 
memberships during the year was $3,612.22 
and from entertainments and miscellaneous 
sources $599.05, making the 

Total Income 84,211.27. 

The total expense of the year ending 
October 10 was $3,800.23, leaving $411.04 
when all subscriptions considered good and 
outstanding bills are paid, to be applied to 
the previous year indebtedness, which was 
$1108.85. This reduces tbe indebtedness 
to $697.81. Atthe beginning of the year 
it was hoped to clear up this indebtedness 
entirely during the year, but the financial) 
stringency made this impossible. The 
committee is determined however to pay 
this off during the coming year. 

Mr. William Patterson, chairman of the 
Membership Committee, reported the paid 
up membership: Men, 287; boys, 34; a 
total of 321. Last year 232 men were re- 
ported and 24 boys. The net gain is 69. 
Of the 287 men, 171 were new members 
and 116 were renewals. There were 2 
losses by death, 6 by removal and 116 dis- 
continued. The 

Active Membership 
Is 104, and the associate 217. 

The rooms committee, through its chair- 
man, Mr. Reuben S. Elliot, called attention 
to the many additions made to the rooms. 
A library of 350 books, presented by mem- 
bers and friends, a book case, the gift of 
Mr. George E. Thomas. The organ which 
was bought with money given by the King’s 
Daughters of the Central Congregational 
church and the birthday offerings of the 
Wollaston Baptist church. The paintings 
in the “parlor are kindly loaned by Miss 
Fannie B. Southworth and the large crayon, 
which probably has no equal in the city, 
by Mrs. George T. Elliot of Allston. The 
Woman's Auxiliary has recently placed the 
piauo in the parlor, and the same organiza- 
tiou, has kept the rooms well supplied with 
flowers. Additional lockers have just 
been put in and 

Other Improvements are Under Way. 

The reading room will be better supplied 
than ever with papers and periodicals. - 

Mr. Stephen A. Foster, for the committee 
on Classes and Lyceum, gave a very com- 
prehensive report of the Young Men’s 
Congress. The membership last year was 
fifty. Ten meetings were held, with a to- 
tal attendance of 320, an average of 32. 
He also gave the synopsis of the work. 

The entertainment committee reported 
that the total attendence at the Star Course 
in Hancock hall last winter was 1500. 
Two gymnasium exhibitions were given 
and two receptions, the latter having an 
average attendance of 218. Three mem- 
ber meetings and entertainments averaged 
60. 

No report however, affords so much en- 
couragement to the Association as that 
given by Dr. C. T. Sherman, chairman of 


the 
Religious Work Committee. 


Men’s meetings have been held every 
Suaday afternoon during the year. From 
Oct. 1 to April 1 the total attendance was 
1182, an average of 45. From April 1 to 
Oct. 1 the total was 599, an average of 23. 
The total for the year was 1781, an average 
of 34. During a part of the yeara Bible 
class and a worker’s training class was 
held; the former bad an average attend- 
ance of 9 and the latter 6. 25 men and 
boys have expressed a determination to 
lead Christian lives. Of this number 8 
have united with the church. 14 associate 
members have united with the churches of 
the city, and 6 others, who have regularly 
attended the meetings, have joined the 
church; 20 in all. The Association does 
not claim the credit of all these results, but 
there is no doubt that it has proven helpful 
to all these young men. 

The report of the Woman's Auxiliary, 
by an oversight, was not given. During 
the year the ladies assisted in four social 
gatherings and furnished refreshments for 
three of them, Last May a successful art 
exhibition was given. The paid up mem- 
bership is 46. ‘The receipts for the year 
were $99.77. 

Secretary Colton reported that the esti- 
mated sverage daily attendance at the 
rooms was 48 during the fall and winter, 
and 26 during the spring and summer, 
making a : 

Total Attendance of 11,570. 

Not including Sunday, seven gymnasium 
classes were held weekly from October 1st 
to April 12, The three evening classes 
had an average attendance of 13, the boys’ 
class 15, and the business men’s8. The 
estimated number of baths taken was 
3,437. A number of persons were directed 
to boarding places, several assisted in 
securing employment, and a few sick young 
men visited. He spoke of the credit due 
Mr. S. A. Foster for the successful organi- 
zation of the Congress and the valuable aid 
given by Mr. Henry R. Holden and Mr. 
Frank F. Prescott. 

Following the reports the following di- 
rectors were elected. 

For three years,—T. Henry Wason Dr. 
J. A. Gordon, William H. Mitcheli, George 
H. Brown and N. G. Nickerson 

For one year,—B. F. Thomas and Cyrus 
T. Sherman. 

E. W. Branch secretary and George A. 
Sidelinger treasurer were elected. 

After the business meeting a pleasing 
entertainment was given by Miss H. Elsie 
Witty, soprano, and Mr. E. J. Whitton, 
violinist. 

Immediately following the annual meet- 
ing the board of directors met and re- 
elected T. H. Wason president, aud Amos 
D. Albee, vice president.

Ramsey Memorial Fund, 


The Ramsay memorial committee having 
accomplished the work assigned it, thinks 
it fitting to say a few words about the in- 
ception and progress of the memorial. 

On the evening of December 28, 1892, a 
few friends favorable to raising a memorial 
to perpetuate the memory of the late Mr. 
Ramsay met in the church hall. The fol- 
lowing committee was organized and ap- 
pointed to carry out the design of the 
meeting: Donald Mackenzie, chairman ; 
John Michael, treasurer; Joseph Bonner, 
secretary (who has since joined his beloved 
pastor); Peter W. Dackers, interim secre- 
tary ; George Bowman, William Burnet, 
George Chrystal, Alexander Emslie, Mur- 
doch Lamont, Alexander Souter, Mrs. 
Elliot, Mrs. Chisholm, 

The committee secured two lots in a 
prominent part of the cemetery, for one of 
which the church society has paid. This 
lot will be used for the interment of such 
deserving poor as die friendless and penni- 
less. In the adjoining lot, and directly 
in front of the monument, the remains of 
Mr. Ramsay are interred. It is resolved 
that no other name or inscription, other 
than the present one to Mr. Ramsay, sball 
ever be cut on the monument. 

The committee issued circulars to twenty- 
six of the best known sculptors of this city, 
inviting bids for the monument. About 
one-half responded. Of the designs sub- 
mitted, S. Henry Barnicoat’s was selected, 
and he was asked to execute the work. 
The committee hopes the result is satis- 
factory to the subscribers. Many of them 
are experts, and know a good thing when 
they see it. Of these the committee is not 
afraid. For excellence and uniformity of 
color, for the symmetry of its parts, and 
for good workmanship it is a superior 
sample of a Quincy *‘ cottage monument.” 

The Presbyterian church is mostly com- 
posed of stone workers. The baneful 
effect of last year’s protracted lockout, 
together with the staguation of trade tbis 
season, have abridged their means of 
generosity. Many, whuse heart was with 
us, and who in ordinary times would have 
liberally subscribed, were unable to give 
any assistance, To these, whose instincts 
of good will are broader than their 
resources, the committee wishes better 
times, 

To the members and adherents of the 
church who have subscribed it may be 
superfluous to offer thanks, Many of them 
know better than the committee can 
express it, the loss they have sustained. 

The committee desires to express its 
cordial acknowledgments for the substan- 
tial assistance rendered by many outside of 
the Presbyterian society. These citizens 
are always in the van in every good work, 
and they appreciated the value of an 
accession tothe community of a man of 
Mr. Ramsay's parts, and, under the influ- 
ence of that power which makes the whole 
world kin, with us they felt they had lost 
a brother. 

To the Ramsay home in ‘‘ bonnie Scot- 
land” the committee desires to dedicate 
one paragraph, That their beloved son is 
laid at rest among friends who so highly 
appreciated his goodness; that his name 
will be perpetuated in lasting granite. 

“While the heather waves its purple bell 

O’er moor and mountain crest, 

Will be some consolation to the parents 

in their bereaved home beyond the sea. 
“ Praising what is lost 
Makes the rememberance dear.” 

And a lasting bond of unity and 
sympathy between the relatives in Glas- 
gow and their sympathizers in Quincy is 
cemented, 

And now it only remains for the Ramsay 
memorial committee to add, that every 
member of it has been stimulated and 
inspired by love for one whose personal 
character so amply exemplified the ideal 
of what a minister of the gospel and a 
good citizen ought to be.

Whitcomb of Holbrook, 


The first Norfolk Democratic Senatorial 
convention was held in this city Saturday 
afternoon. 

The convention was cailed to order 
shortly after three o'clock by Albert E. 
Avery of Braintree, who was chosen tem- 
porary chairman with John Y. Scollard of 
Braintree secretary. 

A committee of three, consisting of Mc-

Mr. Rivers was then introduced to the 
convention and, while he appeared some- 
what disappointed, he thanked the conven- 
tion- for his vote and assured them he 
should work for Mr. Whitcomb’s election, 
and that if he was successful he would 
leave off smoking cigarettes for a month. 

Maj. John W. Hart of Weymouth and 
John Pierce of Milton were nominated as 
members of the State central committee. 

The convention wok a ballot for this 
office and while the committee were count- 
ing the votes Mr. Whitcomb was intro- 
duced,

Quincy Quarry Co. 


Work on the new railroad of the Quincy 
Quarry Co. is being pushed forward as fast 
as possible, considering the number of ob- 
stacles they have to contend with, such as 
large boulders, deep gullies, etc., of which 
there are many, although the most difficult 
part of the work has already been accom- 
plished, and it is expected that the road 
will be in operation early next spring. 

The route of the railroad has been 
changed somewhat from that proposed, so 
that when completed it will be about two 
miles in length and will have about the 
same amount of spur track. 

The company has purchased from differ- 
ent parties some 360 acres, including some 
of the 600 acre lot of the Quincy and 
Rochester estates. There are eighteen 
quarries on this land but more will be 
opened as soon as the road is completed. 

The road commences at the spur track 
in the yard of the Granite Railway Co., 
which joins the Granite branch of the Old 
Colony railroad, and then follows the old 
Bunker Hill railroad bed as far as Burke 
Bros.’ sheds, It then makes a deep cut to 
the right through the hill, then passes 
through the swamp in a westerly direction 
as far as McDonnell & Sons’ quarries. 

From McDonnell & Sons’ quarry it runs 
north to “Hangman’s oak,”’ so called, 
tbence westerly to Clark’s quarry, where it 
terminates for the present. The line takes 
in the quarries of Granite Railway Co., 
Badger Bros., Reinhalter, Berry Bros., 
McGilvray & Jones, Cashman, Dean, Mc- 
Donnell & Sons, Jones & Desmond, Bed 
Bug, Biganess & LeClaire, Clark’s, and a 
large number of quarries which have been 
abandoned as they were so difficult to 
get at. 

Tn some of these quarries the famous 
dark Quincy stone is found in abundance. 

The work building the road was difficult, 
as in some places deep hills of reck have 
had to be cut through, while in other places 
deep gullies have had to be filled up, The 
grade of the road is very steep, in some 
places rising four feet in a hundred. 

The completion of the road will brioeg 
incalculable good to Quincy, as it will place 
the quarry owners iu this district in direct 
communication with the local manufactur- 
ers and will open up new territory that 
has long been looked upon as advan!ageous 
for extensive quarrying purposes. 

The road is being built by the Quincy 
Quarry Co., but will be operated by the 
Old Colony. 


Rascally Business, 


The citizens who live or happened to be 
in the vicinity of the Quincy Adams depot 
Saturday evening were startled about 8 
o'clock by a loud explosion which shook 
the houses and rattled the windows ina 
manner which led many to think thata 
locomotive had exploded or some accident 
of a like nature. 

The noise came from the direction of the 
railroad t¥ack, and in a remarkably short 
time a large crowd had collected. It was 
so dark that little could be seen and Officer 
Nicol went for a lantern and made an in- 
vestigation, 

The investigation disclosed the fact that 
an attempt had been made to blow up the 
large railroad derrick of the Old Colony 
railroad just south of the depot, which had 
recently been erected at a cost of several 
hundred dollars. 

A dynamite cartridge had been exploded 
by means of a fuse. The force of the ex- 
plosion was such that a large piece of the 
main cog wheel was blown out and part of 
the frame that held the gear was splintered 
off. 

The amount of damage is not great and 
as the derrick was built by Badger Bros. it 
will soon be repaired. 

It isnot known who placed the cartridge 
in the derrick but it is thought that it was 
placed there out of pure deviltry.

00,000.

E. W. H. Bass, Esq., PRESIDENT oF City 
CounciL: 

Sir:—Chapter 401 of the Acts and Re- 
solves of 1893, provides that the city after 
the purchase of the franchise, corporate 
property, rights and privileges of the Quin- 
cy Water Company, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, the wat- 
ers of Blue Hill river and all the tributaries 
thereof, excepting Braintree Great pond, 
and Houghten’s pond in the town of Mil- 
ton with any water ways connected there- 
with, and may also take and hold by pur- 
chase or otherwise any land, rights of way, 
easements and real estate necessary for 
laying, constructing and maintaining pipes, 
aqueducts, water courses, reservoirs, stor- 
age basins, dams, filter galleries and such 
other works as may be deemed necessary 
for collecting purifying, storing, retaining, 
discharging, conducting and distributing 
said waters for preserving the purity of 
said waters. 

Section 16 of thisact reads—‘ This act 
shall be submitted to the qualified voters of 
the City of Quincy for its acceptarce, and 
shall be void unless such voters, voting in 
their respective Wards or Precincts, at a 
legal meeting called by order of the City 
Council in the same manner as meetings 
for municipal elections are called, shall 
within three years from the passage of this 
act determine by ballot by a two-thirds 
vote of those present and voting to accept 
the same.” 

The city having complied with the pro- 
vision in the said act requiring first the 
purchase of the property of the private 
corporation, it becomes our duty to care 
fully consider the needs of our city for the 
future. 

At the time of the city taking possession 
of the Water Works, the company had laid 
35 miles of pipe and had 1456 services. In 
1892 the city extended the mains 3 -102 
miles, and so far in 1893, 4 5-10 miles and 
we have at present 1819 services, and fu- 
ture extensions must be made the coming 
year to answer the demand for domestic 
and fire purposes. 

These extensions bids us to prepare for 
an increased supply of water, and the 
Water Board will soon forward to the 
Council a communication in reference to 
another reservoir, and for the means to 
properly purify the present one; but at 
this time, believing that it is for the best 
interests of the city to acquire the rights 
contained in Chapter 401, I would recom- 
mend that said act be submitted to our 
citizens at our next municipal election.

Capt. Newton Dead, 


Over a year ago Capt. Charles B. Newton 
of Atlantic was stricken with apoplexy. 
Since then he has struggled against odds to 
recover health, and at times was able to 
ride and walk out, but for some months 
has been in a precarious condition and 
Thursday noon passed quietly away.

Hammond Renominated. 

The Republican Representative conven- 
tion was held at headquarters Saturday 
evening.

A committee was appointed to invite 
Mr. Hammond into the ball and while 
they were out Messrs. John F. Merrill, 
John Shaw and E. W. Adams were ap- 
pointed a committee to meet a like com- 
mittee from Weymouth to ratify the nomi- 
uation. 

Mr. Hammond then entered the hall and 
upon being introduced thanked the con- 
vention for the honor, and said if reelected 
he would endeavor to represent the district 
in a manner that would be acceptable to 
the people. 

Senator Merrill when called upon, said 
the unanimity with which all the con- 
ventions had been held, meant that the 
Republicans bad given up local squabbles 
and that they would be unanimous. With- 
out harmony itis impossible to win elec- 
tions. In the past where there has been 
wrangling, it bad unseated the party. He 
did not believe iu hustling for delegates, 
but thought every man should go and 
freely express his opinion. The prospects 
for a victory this year are good. He 
believed the Republican party came nearer 
in all forms of government in giving good 
honest government than the Democratic 
party. 

Jobn Shaw said he was much pleased to 
hear the remarks that had been made about 
the good old Republican party, and that 
we not only wanted the McKinley bill in 
operation but the Republican party to 
protect it.

Officer Fitzgerald arrested Frederick P.

Cronin, who is 
the son of William Cronin, a well-known 
Weymouth grocer, visited the store of 
Phillips & Bacon about 5.30 in the after- 
noon and requested the clerk to fill a large 
beer bottle with kerosene oi]. He had no 
money and the clerk refused to give him 
the oil. He then went to the store of 
Frank H. Pray, where he induced the clerk 
to give him the oil, as he said it was 
wanted for John Hayes. Cronin then 
went to the store of C. T. Bailey, where be 
purchased a bunch of matches. 

About 6.15 an alarm of fire was rung in 
from box 32 for a fire on Washington street 
in an old barn on the premises of the heirs 
of Albert Vinton. The alarm was imme 
diately followed by another from box 36 
for a fire in the stable on the premises of 
the late Susan H. Stetson, occupied by 
Michael! Kelley. 

The department quickly responded and 
extinguished the fires before much damage 
had been done. 

Near the Stetson stable Officers Fitzgerald 
found the beer bottle which still contained 
a small quantity of the oil. Matches 
partially burned were also found by the 
officer near the Stetson barn and the Vinton 
place, 

The two buildings are located about a 
quarter of a mile apart, the Vinton fire be- 
ing started first, the incendiary going from 
there to the Stetson premises. 

Cronin is a fellow of dissolute habits and 
loafing about the village for the past few 
nights. 

The stories he tells the officers about bis 
movements denies that he procured any 
kerosene oil at Pray’s. 

Mr. Jobn Sullivan, 2d, and his wife of 
East Weymouth, had a narrow escape 
froma horrible death Monday night at 
Reed's crossing of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R., at East Weymouth. 

The gates at the crossing had been 
blown down rendering them useless, 
The gateman, John Hall, was on duty, 
however, and as the 6.17 inward train ap- 
proached he stood in the street waving his 
lantern. 

He saw the team approaching and 
shouted to the driver, Sullivan, to stop. 
The latter paid no attention to the warn- 
ing but drove onto the track in front of the 
crain. The borse was killed and Mrs. | 
Sullivan so badly injured that it is doubtful 
if she recovers. Sullivan was also in- 
jured severely. 

The buggy was ground to splinters. 
There was a bag full of bottles of beer in 
the buggy, and a number of these remained 
intact after the accident, 

Mr. and Mrs. Sullivan were returning 
from Hingham, and it is said that Sullivan 
was under the influence of liquor. 

The engine was damaged somewhat and 
the steps torn from the two forward cars. 
The train was delayed nearly an hour. 

This is one of the most dangerous cross- 
ings on the South Shore, as the street 
crosses the tracks at an angle, and the in- 
ward trains are so hid by high bauks that 
they cannot be seen until within a few 
feet of the crossing. 

It is but a few years since two well-known 
East Weymouth citizens were struck by a 
train one evening at this same crossing and 
horribly mangled, one being killed outright 
while the other lived but a few hours. 

Burglars were about Weymouth again 
Monday night, the place visited being the 
residence of Johu Carroll on Middle 
Street, Kast Weymouth. Entrance was 
made by boring a hole in the door and 
then reaching in and turning the key. 
Three gold watches, jewelry and a small 
amount of money was taken. 

Miss Clara P. Denton, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel C. Denton, died at her 
home at East Weymouth, on Tuesday 
aftera brief illness of quick consumption. 
Miss Denton was a highly esteemed young 
lady and was a granddaughter of ex-Rep- 
resentative Z, L. Bicknell. She was 28 
years of age, and was a talented young 
woman, graduating with honor from the 
Weymouth high school, afterwards taking 
a business course at French’s commercial 
college of Boston. Her funeral was 
held Thursday from her late residence.

CITY COUNCIL. 


Councilman Drake was the only absentee 


-/from the regular meeting of the City 


Council on Monday evening. It took just 
one hour and a half to transact the 
business of the evening. 

Water Supply. 

Mayor Fairbanks forwarced a lengthy 
commuuication recommending the accept- 
ance of the act of 1891, chapter 401, 
granting the city the right to take and 
hold the waters of Blue Hill river and 
tributaries. Said act, which was ap- 
proved June 11, 1891, shall ba void 
unless accepted by a two-thirds vote of 
the voters within three years. The com- 
munication appeared in fullin the Dany 
LEDGER of Wednesday. It was referred to 
the Committee on Elections. 

Collection of Water Rates. 

The Mayor forwarded a communication 
of the water board recommending a change 
in the ordinance concerning the Board of 
Water Commissioners and their duties, 
providing a penalty for non-payment of 
water rates, ‘ 

Councilman Sherman subsequently of- 
fered an amendment authorizing the shut- 
ting off of water and an extra charge for 
turning on. 

Commissioner Whitman explained that 
there was now $11,000 due for water, etc., 
and $3000 of the amount since Jan. 1. The 
receipts were to be applied for extension 
and care of works, but as they could not be 
anticipated work must stop on exteusions 
by another week. The Water Company 
bad such a penalty and it worked well. 
Other cities had a similar rule. 

The amendment tvok its first reading 
and was referred to the Committee on 


Ordinances.

There were two applications for State 
aid and one for a licease to collect junk. 

Councilman Williams presented the pe- 
tiion of S. F. Newcomb and others for 
the lighting of Quincy avenue.

To 
Committee on Lights. 

Another petition called for one are light 
or three incandescent lightson Main street. 
Referred to same committee.

The Committee on Streets reported fav- 
orably on the order granting Haverhan & 
Son permission to run a wire guy across 
Robertson street, Passed to be ordained. 

The order granting a Jocation of tele- 
phone poles on Palmer street was also 
passed to be ordained. 

The Committee on Streets reported ad- 
versely on the acceptance of Kemper and 
Beach streets at Wollaston Park. 

Councilman Brown asked if the com- 
mittee did not consider Kemper street in 
good condition, 

Chairman Holden regarded it in fair con- 
dition, but considered it unwise to accept 
one of these streets ata time, The whole 

ract should be surveyed in reference to 
drainage. Report accepted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order granting a location to the Quincy 
& Boston Street Railway, counecting Manet 
track with track on Saville street, under 
certain conditions.

Qualifications of a Voter. 


To vote at an election in Massachusetts 
aman 

Must be a citizen of the United States 
by birth or naturalization. 

Must be at least 21 years old although 
may be registered if he will be of age at the 
time of the next election. 

Must, unless be had the right to vote in 
this State on May 1, 1857, or is physically 
disabled from doing so, be able to write his 
name and read in Eaglish the Constitution 
of the State. 

Must not be under guardianship, nor a 
pauper, (unless an honorably discharged 
soldier or sailor.) 

Must have bis name upon the list of 
registered voters; but one who changes 
bis residence within the State retains for 
six months the right to vote for national 
or State offices in the place from which 
he removes, and neither-assessmept nor 
the payment of any poll or other tax is 
prereqnisite for registration or voting in 
Massachusetts, 


The Town Meeting, 


Principal Smith of the Dorchester High 
school at Tuesday's meeting of the Bos'on- 
ian society * characierized the town meet- 
ing as the wisest invention ever devised by 
the ingenui:y of man, for the foundation 
of self-government and its preservation.” 
Principal Smith is right. The New Eng- 
tand town meeting has indeed been a 
power; but in these degenerate days it is 
notseen at its best in the large towns. 
The modern New England manufacturing 
town contains a population yery different 
from that of the New England community 
of forty and fifty years ago, and this con- 
dition of things has become so marked in 
many Massacbusetts Lowns that the town 
meeting machinery moves with consider- 
able friction. Poll taxpayers greatiy out- 
namber property owners an many places, 
and the result is often seen when appro- 
priations are up for consideration. In 
many other ways the power of local selt- 
government is not always used to the best 
advantag+, The theory is much _ better 
carried out in the smaller towns in the 
farming districts, where the aciion of a 
town meeting is more nearly the true 
expression of the town's opinion, than in 
a town where forty or fifty voters ont of 
1500 transact the town’s business.— Wake- 
field Banner.

There was a pro- 
fusion of European and Chinese wines. No 
opium was smoked, for official China is not

The Granite Industry, 


James McAdams of this city writes the} 
following letter to the Granite Cutters’ } 


Journal: 

The outlook for the granite industry in 
Quincy at the present time is not at all 
encouraging. For sometime past many of 
the firms have been reducing their gangs, 
and notwithstanding the fact that the 
stringency in the money market is practi- 
cally over, a general complaint prevails at 
the dullness of our trade, From time to 
time we hear rumors of certain large con- 
tracts which are in the market, and which 
are confidently expected to be executed 
here, but unfortunately these alleged con- 
tracts never seem to get beyond the rumor 
stage, and we are reluctantly compelled to 
conclude that, in many cases, they are 
merely emanations from the fertile imagi- 
nation of some sanguine individual, who, 
doubtless, devoutedly wished they might be 
true. In a place like Quincy, where so 
many men are employed, there are at all 
times a select few who are chronic idlers, 
and who, like Micawber, are always wait- 
ing for something to turn up; but apart 
from these altogether, there are at the 
present time many good, industrious work- 
men out of employment, and it would be 
exiremely difficult to predict when matters 
will improve, as many other granite centres 
seem to be affected in a like manner. This 
condition of business, occurring so early in 
the fall, is not at all calculated to inspire 
any oue with optimistic views concerning 
the labor prospect for the coming winter, 
and happening so soon after the late sense- 
less lockout, makes the present a peculiarly 
unfortanate time for an industrial depres- 
sion. But although the labor horizon does 
look somewhat dark, 
reason to believe it will continue so for any 
lengthened period. The history of the 
world shows that almost invariably after a 
season of depression in any particular in- 
dustry comes a season of prosperity; and, 
with this in view, it seems to me the best 
thing we can dois to take matters philo- 
sophically as possible and hope for better 
times. Periodical fluctuations in the finan- 
cial and commercial world have always 
occurred from the earliest times, and I be- 
lieve will continue to occur until the time 
arrives when the social and economic doc- 
trines of Edward Bellamy and Karl Marx 
shall become realized facts of 
Utopian dreams, 

A considerable amount of speculation 
goes On among those interested as to what 
are the causes of the present depression in 
the granite industry. Many consider it an 
effect of the late financial trouble, while 
others believe it due to the uncertainty 
which exists upon the question of the tariff. 
There can be little doubt but both of these 
matters have been factors in bringing about 
the present state of business, but there are 
other causes than these and equally as 
important, However, I do not think that 
it makes any material difference what the 
causes are or were; the fact is that the de- 
pression exists, and the all important ques- 
tion with us is how to tide over the diffi- 
culty until the dawn of brighter days. The 
fact that hundreds of our members are out 
of employment every winter is a serious 
matter, and the broad questions of the un- 
employed throughout the country is assum- 
ing more vast proportions every year. 
These things may go on from bad to worse 
for sometime yet, but the climax will cer- 
tainly be reached before many years are 
past, and our legislators will have to face 
this problem, whether they like it or not.

He believed the citizens of Quincy have a 
right to employment. There are 500 or 
600 men in the city out of work and cannot 
get any. The argument brought 
against us is that it would cost more to em- 
ploy day labor than by contract. The city 
advertises for bids and it is generally under- 
stood it is not the lowest that gets it but 
the man with a pull.

out of town. They pay no taxes, 
cents per day than a citizen can on $2 per 
day. 

Another gentleman said the workingmen 
demand that they shall receive attention 
from this body. ‘They demand that they 
are entitled to some little regard to enable 
them to live. Every man in the council is 
a laboring man. Some men live by their 
pen and pencil, while others earn their 
living with a pick and shovel. Give us the 
Italian shovels free of duty and place a 
high tariff on the Italian shovellers and I 
can make my living. 

A Mr, Cherrington said he regarded a 
city like this, as one large family, and the 
interest of each one, as the interest of all. 
Taxes come from the laboring men, and it 
is the duty of the citizens to see that the 
taxes are returned to those who pay them. 
Why should we let this work out to con- 
tractors, as they are not responsible to the 
people, for they will hire Dagos and take 
the money from the taxpayers. You are 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg 
when you let out work by contracts. The 
city can do all its work by day labor cheap- 
er than it can by contract. The money 
that comes from the workingmen should 
go back to them if there is any work to be 
done, 

Another gentleman said: Without the 
vote of the workingmen the Democrats and 
Republicans will go behind the screen. 

Arthur Austin said: The laboring men 
forget themselves when they come in here. 
He did not care who did the work in 
Quincy, but he liked to see men get pay for 
what they did. He liked to see work done 
by officials of Quincy and get a fair day’s 
pay for a fair day's work. The men who 
figure on contracts, figure $5 or $6a day 
for themselves, It was policy for the city 
to have work done by day labor. A proviso 
should be in every contract that men should 
be paid $1.75 or #2.00 per day. 

Henry H. Faxon said this represents the 
corruption and anti-political end of capital 
labor. No city can carry on work in this 
way without being bankrupt. How are 
you to define what a citizen is? The argu- 
ments advanced are absured. The city 
cannot do business cheaper than private 
individuals. The minute you do this, it 
becomes a political foot ball. We cannot 
say to a man who comes here, you cannot 
have work. This is brought in just before 
election to intimidate some candidate. 
He defied any man to bring a person 
who paid his help better than he did, or 
let his houses cheaper. If you advertise 
that you pay $1.75 per day while others 
were paying $1.25 you will have 6900 idle 
men. The combination they have in 
trades have increased the cost of building. 

Mr. William B. Rice said he regretted 
this question should be advocated with any 
show of feeling. Which is of the more in- 
terest, that fifty or more men should be 
employed, or that every dollar shall be ex- 
pended where it will do the most good. 
You cannot tie the officials’ hands so that 
they shall be obliged to hire men who are 
unable to work. You have a right to com- 
bine as long as you do it lawfully. You 
want to expend the money in the way that 
will do the most possible good. Say to the 
officials, we are citizens, give us work if 
you can, but if necessary to go out of town 
for skilled labor, do so; but give us the best 
we can get for the money. The council 
has no right to tie the bands of the execu- 
tive,

While camping in the woods at Bangor 
they purchased three Bibles, and Friday 
night, while Smith was asleep, Clare and 
Baker became conscious-stricken and re- 
solved to countermand the order for guns 
and to send the money back home. Then 
they would go to work and when they had 
earned money enough to make Mr. Clare 
whole they would return. 

They decided that the Smith boy was too 
small to work and they would send him 
home. Smith was awakened and after 
some argument was put on the train and 
sent home that night. 

Before he started Clare wrote a letter to 
his mother. 

The Smith boy came to Boston alone, 
which does not agree with his story that 
Clare and Baker came with him. 

The truth of the Clare boy’s story is 
verified by the fact that they were arrested 
Saturday before the train from Boston, 
on which Smith said they went, arrived at 
Bangor. 

When arrested the boys had $185 in 
money, which, with the $200 sent to the 
John P. Lovell Arms Co., will make $385, 
which Mr, Clare will receive of the $500. 

The Clare and Baker boys are heartily 
sick of their adventure and it will doubtless 
prove a good lesson to them.

CITY COUNCIL, 


[Continued from first page.] 

The meeting of the courcil then con- 
tinued, and while the members were all 
practically ready to vote on the question, 
there was a talk against time until mid- 
night. 

Councilman Moxon moved the matter be 
referred to the council as a whole. 

Councilman Federhen moved to amend 
that it be referred back to the Committee 
on Contracts, 

Quite a lengthy discussion followed. 
The members of the Committee on 
Contracts claimed that the matter had 
been taken from their hands before they 
had time to make areport. They were 
moving as fast as possible before that time. 

Councilmen Holbrook and Federhen 
thought the matter should be recommitted. 

At 10.45 the motion of Councilman 
Moxon prevailed. 

Councilman Federhen moved that the 
Council go into a committeeas a whole. 
Carried. 

Councilman Sherman was 
chairman, and C. A. Spear as clerk. 

Councilman Moxon said the committee 
had held one hearing at which the peti- 
tioners presented their case fullyand with 
the best of feeling, and that they presented 
the same views as they did tonight. 

Councilman Smith said the laboringmen 
had been misrepresented. They have no 
idea that the city shall provide them with 
work when trade is dull. They desire 
that in all public work citizens should have 
the preference. They object to having the 
work done by men who do not trade here. 
He thought it possible for the Council to 
draw up an order that citizens of this city 
should have the preference, He believed 
if the committee had been given time they 
would have reported tonight. 

Councilman Lennon : 
said the citizens of Quincy did not get their 
rights. He himself had been refused work 
when an alien had been hired. 

Councilman Federhen offered the follow- 
ing resolutions to be reported to the Coun- 
cil: 

Resolved,—That it is the sense of this City 
Council, that all boards and heads of de- 
partments in the city of Quincy, ought, so 
far as it is possible and consistent with 
reasonable expenditure, to employ citizens 
of Quiucy in performing the city work; 
and it is hereby 


Ordered,—That copies of this resolution 
be printed by the city clerk and delivered 
to the mayor, the different heads of depart- 
ments, the managers of public burial 
places, and such other officials and boards 
as are named in Title VI of the city 
charter; the cost of said printing to be 
charged to the appropriation for printing.

Continuing, the Councilman who offered 
the resolution said there was one power 
the Council could use in this case and that 
was tbe power of recommendation. 

Councilman Moxon. 

If we touch this question we must begin 
at the beginning by having the charter 
amended. As the charter now is it can be 
of no consequence whether this resolution 
is passed or not. It is good business that 
the labor which is the nearest you should 
be employed. 

Councilman Robbins 

said: This is a question that gives us all 
sorts of scrapes. What these people want 
is to get rid of the contract system and we 
cannot deal with that on account of the 
charter. The only way was to amend the 
cbarter so that the people can say just what 
they want. 

Councilman Federhen said all this talk 
about the charter was trash. The power 
lies inthe bands of the Mayor, and has 
always been. He has perfect power to hire 
these men. 

Councilman Adams said the Mayor is 
obliged to have the work done as cheap as 
possible. He canno! pay a citizen more 
than he can get some one else to do it for. 
We believe in giving the executive the 
power to do the best he can. The only 
answer to the petition is to change the 
charter, 

Councilman Holden offered a resolve 
which in substance was that it was inexpedi- 
ent to legislate. 

Councilman Smith said the resolution of 
Councilman Federhen is not an answer to 
the petition, What they ask is that work 
be done by heads of department. He be- 
lieved the Mayor would act that way if he 
was in a position to do so, 

Councilman Donahoe hoped 
would pass, 

A motion to adjourn the meeting of the 
Council as a whole was lost. 

The substitute motion of Councilman 
Holden was lost, 

The resolution of Councilman Federhen 
was then passed, and the Commitiee as a 
whole then rose and reported to the 
Council.

Electric Wires and Rain. 


Professor Wiggins belives that telegraph 
wire cause drought; that the atmosphere 
cannot absorb moisture unless it is charged 
with electricity and that upon an oblate 
spheroid like the earth, the electricity will 
inevitably collect at the equator. In this 
way he explains the frequency of the rains 
atthe equator. ‘If, however,” he says, 
“there be elevated spots on a sphere, 
electricity will collect on them. Should 
these spots or continents be connected by 
wires, it might accumulate on each alter- 
nately. This has happened, and America 
bas all of the electric energy, and Europe 
has lost it, so that our continent is flooded 
and Europe is burned up with drought.” 
His conclusion from all this is that electric 
wires should be buried.—Chicago Tribune, 


Curious American Houses. 


Among the 65,000,000 people in the 
United States there are probably not five 
hundred—outside of the locality—who are 
aware that at the motth of the Mississippi 
there is a little village built upon wooden 
piles standing far outin the water. This 
village, which is called Balize, is reached 
from the mainland by canoes or boats, and 
its inhabitants have to climb a kind of 
pole-ladder to get to the door-ways of their 
homes. This is probably the only place 
in the United States in which “ pile-dwell- 
ings” occur; but all along the Venezuelan 
coast and at the mouths of the Orinoca and 
Amazon similar villages are frequently met 
witb, many of them being inhabited by the 
Indian fishing tribes of the Amazon estuary. 

These strange inhabitants were first dis- 
covered by Alonzo de Ojeda, who ac- 
companied Columbus on his second voyage 
to this continent. In 1499 he undertook 
an independent voyage to explore the 
northern part of South America, and he 
took with him Amerigo Vespucci, who 
wrote a graphic account of the expedition. 
The following extract from a translation of 
Vespucci’s work gives the origin of the 
name Venezuela, and tells of the connec- 
nection between the curious village dis- 
covered there and the name Venezuela: 
“* Proceeding along the coast, they arrived 
at a vast gulf resembling a tranquil lake, 
entering which they beheld on the eastern 
side a village the construction of which 
filled them with surprise. It consisted of 
twenty large houses shaped like bells, and 
built on piles driven into the bottom of the 
lake, which in this part was limpid and but 
of little depth. Each house was provided 
with a drawbridge and canoes. From the 
resemblance to the Italian city, Ojeda gave 
the bay the name of the Gulf of Venice 
(Venezia).”” The country was afterwards 
called Venezuela, or Little Venice, the 
original Indian name being Coquibacoa. 

In Lake Maracaibo, south of the bay of 
Venezuela, similar pile-buildings are still 
erected by the Goajoir Indians.—Harper's

About Pensions. 


The high water mark as to the number 
of pensioners on the rolls and the amount 
of moncy to be expended per year has evi- 
dently been reached. A statement pre- 
pared at the Pension Bureau shows that 
on July 1, 1893, there were 966,012 pension- 
ers of all kinds being borne upon the rolls, 
On September 1, 1893, two months after- 
ward,there were only 964,398,showing a net 
decrease during that time of 1,614 pension- 
ers. This is an average net decrease of 
807 per month, and if extended through 
the year would show a net decrease of 
9,684, 

This is the first time in thirty-three 
years, or since the war, that a net decrease 
to the rolls has been shown. It is esti- 
mated at the bureau that the loss to the 
rolls during the present fiscal year by death, 
remarriage, minors reaching the non-pen- 
sionable age, etc., will reach 50,000 as 
against 35,000 last year. And it is not 
thought that the additions to the rolls will 
reacb much more than 40,000. These fig- 
ures mark an epoch in pension matters long 
expected, but bas required thirty years to 
reach. 


The Chinese School-Boy. 


The Chinese school children have in- 
Sstilled into them at an early age habits of 
hard, steady study. At the age of five a 
boy begins his schooling. At daylight 
he rises, and after dressing as quickly as 
possible he starts breakfastless to school. 
He is given atask, and after it is com- 
pleted be is allowed an hour for break- 
fast; again, later he has an bour for 
luncheon, but he is at his study nearly 
twelve hours a day, seven days in the 
week, 

All his time, when he is not reciting his 
lessons, he is studying aloud at the top 
of his voice. He is under the eye of his 
maeter both in school and on his way to 
and from school. The lad is taught ru- 
dimental astronomy, physics and natural 
history, but greater stress is put upon 
writing and literary studies. ‘*A Thon- 
sand Letters,’ a poem, is the study that 
forms the backbone of his literary educa- 
tion. Init are taught the duties of chil- 
dren to parents and all such matters. 
Whatever the study may be—his'ory, 
classics, or scilence—every lesson is learned 
aud repeated word for word.—Hong-Kong 
Correspondence. 


Electric Lighting. 


An electric light of 40,000,000 candle 
power almost surpasses comprebension. 
Yet tbis great mass of light is to issue from 
a lighthouse tower on Penmarch Point on 
the coast of Britany. The beam will be 
seen twenty-five miles before it strikes the 
horizon, and afier thatit will be reflected 
on the sky for a distance of thirty-eight 
miles further. The largest light >> *h 
coats of the United States can only be 
seen twenty-eight miles in clear weather. 
It is a good omen, thinks the New York 
Sun, that this high development of electric 
lighting is in the interests of peace and for 
the preservation of human life. Hitherto 
the searchlights on warships have repre- 
sented the greatest concentration of electric 
light rays. 


The merciless work of dropping the 
names of needy soldiers from the pension 
rolls is being constantly carried on. As a 
rule the selections are made without system 
and without reason. Broken down and 
defenceless soldiers are stricken off the 
list, and the result is that many of them 
will become town charges or the subjects 
of neighborly charity. Many Democratic 
papers are adding insult toinjury by assert- 
ing that the majority of the pensioners 
never saw service and are thus fraudu- 
lently drawing money from the govern- 
ment. There seems to be little hope of 
justice for the feeble old soldiers as long as 
the present condition of things exist, but 
the time will come when an administration 
will be in power that will take honor in re- 
warding the men who fought that the 
Union might live. Let us hurry on that 
day by voting for the Republican nominees 
this fall, for the Republican party has 
always favored liberal pension laws and 
may be relied upon in the future to pursue 
the same generous course. — Warren 
Herald.

Household Receipts. 


CotraGcE Puppine. One coffee cup of 
sugar, one table-spoonful of butter, two 
eggs, three cups of flour, one cup sweet 
milk, two even teaspoonfuls cream tartar, 
one even teaspoonful of soda. Steam two 
and one-half hours. Serve with sweet 
sauce. Care should be taken to keep the 
water boiling from the time the pudding is 
put on until done. 


MusTER GINGERBREAD. One cup of 
molasses, two large spoonfuls of butter, 
one teaspoonful of soda dissolved in three 
tablespoonfuls of boiling water, one tea- 
spoonful ginger, and flour enough to knead 
well, but not hard, roll into three sheets, 
mark with a fork and bake quickly. After 
baking, while hot, mix one teaspoonful 
each of milk and molasses and wet the top. 


RAIseD Murrins. One pint milk, one 
egg, one-half cup yeast, one saltspoon salt, 
one large tablespoon butter. Flour fora 
stiff batter. Mixin the order given, add 
flour gradually, beating it well, until so 
stiff you cannot beat. Let it rise over 
night. In the morning putit into buttered 
pans, taking it out with a spoon and knife 
without stirring out the air. Bake about 
fifteen minutes. 


Economica Sour. Put remnants of 
waste beef, uncooked bones, giblets, trim- 
mings and bones of poultry into three 
quarts of meat liquor. Add salt and skim 
carefully. Boil two hours, then strain and 
return the soup tothe kettle. Add two 
turnips and a carrot chopped fine. Slice 
two onions and fry brown in a little butter 
and a teaspoonful of powdered sugar and 
putin soup. If you have sny cold gravy 
remove the fat and put the gravy into the 
soup. Boil an hour and a half longer. A 
few moments before serving sprinkle in a 
spoonful of farina dry. 


BAKED Porarors Wirn DuMPLINGs. 
Pare and wash the potatoes; make some 
good paste into balls, about the same size 
as the potatoes, and place them alternately 
with the potatoes in a pie-dish, previously 
buttered; add a little onion, finely 
chopped, and sufficient water to about half 
fill the dish ; season with pepper and salt, 
which should be mixed with the water ; 
cover with a flat dish and bake them.

The First American Coins, 

The very earliest coinage that can 
properly be said to be “strictly Ameri- 
can’? was ordered by the original Vir- 
ginia company in the year 1612, only five 
years after the founding of Jamestown. 
These coins were minted at Somers Is- 
lands, now known as the Bermudas. For 
a period of more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury after this, however, tobacco and 
beaver skins were reckoned as lawful 
currency. In 1645 the assembly of Vir- 
ginia met and declared that it ‘had ma- 
turely weighed and considered how ad- 
vantageous a quoine (coin) would be to 
this colony, and how much better it 
would be than a sole dependency upon 
tobacco and pelts.’ After this they pro- 
vided for the coinage of copper coins of 
the denominations of two pence, three 
pence, six pence and nine pence ; but this 
resolution was never carried into effect. 
The first coinage in America proper was 
the series of coins ‘“struck’’ at Boston 
under the order of the general court of 
Massachusetts, passed May 27, 1652, the 
coins being three, six and twelve pence 
denominations, ‘“‘in forme flatt and 
stamped on one side with the letters 
‘N. E.’ and on the other the value of the 
piece.""—St. Louis Republic. 


How to Dry Wet Shoes. 


When, without overshoes, you have been 
caught in a heavy rain-storm, perhaps you 
have known already what to do with your 
best kid boots, which have been thoroughly 
wet through, and which, if left to dry in 
the ordinary way, will be stiff, brittle and 
unlovely? If not, you will be glad to 
to learn what I heard only recently, from 
one whose experience is of value. 

First wipe off gently with a soft cloth all 
surface water and mud ; then, while still 
wet, rub well with kerosene oil, using for 
the purpose the furred side of Caston 
flannel. Set them aside till partially dry, 
when a second treatment with oil is 
advisable. They may then be deposited in 
a conveniently warm place, where they will 
dry gradually and thoroughly. Before 
applying French kid-dressing, give them a 
final rubbing with the flannel, still slightly 
dampened with kerosene, and your boots 
will be soft and flexible as new kid, and 
be very little effected by their bath in the 
rain.—Harper's Bazar.

CITY COUNCIL. 


The City Council held a meeting Monday 
evening, at which all members were present 
except Councilmen Anderson, Badger 
and Donaher. 

Councilman Sherman moved to suspend 
rule 1 and that when the Council adjourns 
it be until Wednesday evening, Nov. 15.] 

Reports of Committees. 

The Committee on State aid recom- 
mended $4 per month for Harriet H. Con- 
nors. Adopted. 

Councilman Smith offered a resolution 
requesting the Mayor to have a clause in 
the Contract for the new High school that 
contractors shall give preference to citizens 
of Quincy capable of performing the work. 
Adopted. 

Councilman Sherman moved that the 
Committee on Election meet Nov. 7, at 9 
P.M. Adopted. 

New High School. 

The Committee on Ordinances reported 
the order of appropriating $62,000 for new 
High school as properly engrossed. 

Councilman Federhen moved that the 
matter be referred to the incoming City 
Council. 

Councilman Williams did not believe in 
building the school at this time. 

Councilman Shackley hoped the order 
would not be referred to incoming Council 
as there was absolute need of anew build- 
ing. 

Chairman Crane of the School Board 
said it was absolutely necessary to have a 
new building. The number of scholars at 
the High school today was 68 boys and 173 
girls, making a total of 241, crowded into 
a building not sufficient for 100. Last 
year 75 per cent of the grammar school 
graduates entered the High school, and if 
the same per cent. enters next year, 
allowing for the graduation class there will 
be 346 pupils. We have today 84 Quincy 
born girls in the High school. These have 
been asked about the Woodward school. 
Two said they intended to go tothe school 
and one might poossibly. 

Councilman Holbrook inquired how 
many the new building would accommo- 
date. 

Chairman Crane answered 400 and so ar- 
ranged that more could be accommodated 
if necessary. 

Councilman Holbrook said it was very 
important to consider the needs ten years 
from now. He was not ready to 
tonight on this question. 

Councilman Shackley believed there was 
au urgent need of this building. A  build- 
ing of this magnitude should be given a 
year to dry. 

Councilman Johnson thought some mem- 
bers of the Council desired information. 

Councilman Baker said this building was 
adequate for some years to come. 

Councilman Holbrook was in favor of 
going slow and sure. He did not believe 
much would be gained by starting the 
building now. 

Councilman Moron thought that as the 
resolution in regard to giving citizens the 
preference the council should appropriate 
the money so that they could have some- 
thing to do. 

Upon motion of Councilman Baker a 
recess of fifteen minutes was taken to ex- 
amine the plans. 

At the expiration of the recess Council- 
man Federhen withdrew his motion and 
the order was passed to be ordained by the 
following vote:

These were written on rag paper, 
and were donated by Miss Anna C. Brackett 
of New York, daughter of the late Samuel 
Eaton Brackett. 

Also a new York Sun, Vol. 1, No. 1; a 
Boston Evening Post of 1739, 1741 and 
1748, and three volumes of the recently 
published history of Hingham. 


Fires. 


The alarm from Box 52 at 12.15 yester- 
day, was pulled in by some boys fora brush 
fire in the pit, off Farrington street, Wol- 
laston. A recall was sounded a few 
minutes later. 

The alarm from Box 42 at 2.50 Thursday 
afternoon was rung in fora brush fire in 
the rear of Stanley's barn on Quarry street. 
It was extinguished by chemicals. 

The alarm from Box 49 at 6.15 Thursday 
evening was for a fire in the piggery on 
the old Dr. Simonds’ farm in Braintree, 
which blazed up and could be seen fora 
long distance. When Chief Engineer 
Ripley arrived at the fire and saw that it 
was out of town Engineer White was sent 
to ring in 3 blows and 1-3-7, the Braintree 
call, which notified the balance of the de- 
partment that the steamer was out of town 
and sent the Atlantic Chemical to the 
Central station. The central station was 
also called up by telephone and Electrician 
Wight, who was on duty there, instructed 
to puta horse into the fire alarm wagon 
and load it with hose and be in readiness 
to respond to any alarm in the Centre. 
Engineer Merritt was also on duty at the 
Central station. 

Meanwhile the department did some good 
work ut the fire in Braintree saving the large 
barn and other buildings adjoining the 
piggery. The loss on the piggery will not 
exceed $600. 

This piggery is the one that was the 
source of much trouble to the old Quincy 
Water company. 


The Quincy Schools, 


Supt. Lull of the public schools has re- 
ceived many letters asking about the Quincy 
public schools, prompted by the exhibit at 
the World’s Fair. Requests havealso been 
made fora part and even the whole ex- 
hibit. The most flattering is from Edward 
Brooks, superintendent of the public 
schools of Philadelphia, who requests that 
all or a part of the Quincy school work at 
Chicago be given to the city of Philadelphia. 
The letter states: 

“The City of Philadelphia is organizing a 
Museum of Pedagogy. Its object is to 
illustrate the various educational systems 
of the world, and by bringing together the 
materials, results and statistics, enable 
scholars to study and compare the methods 
of widely separated nations, 

“The City of Philadelphia has deputed 
Dr. W. P. Wilson, Professor of Botany and 
Director of the School of Biology in the 
University of Pennsylvania, to receive, 
care for and forward any and all such gifts 
for the Museum in said city.”’ 

Supt. Brooks adds: 

“An examination of the exhibit from your 
schools discloses a quantity of work in the 
Educational Department of the Chicago 
exposition worthy of special study by 
teachers and others interested in education 
and in methods of teaching.’’ 

Quincy should feel honored when such 
men as Mr. Brooks and the large city of 
Philadelphia become so interested in its 
school work, 

Supt. Lull is unable to give a definite 
answer to the request as there is a move- 
ment on foot to have the entire Massa- 
chusetts exhibit placed in the new State 
House in Boston. 


Democratic Rally, 


The Democrats held a rally at Hancock 
hall, Wednesday evening. James F. Burke 
chairman of the city committee, presided 
and introduced the several speakers of the 
evening, preceding each speaker by a few 
brief remarks, 

On the stage besides the speakers were, 
William F. Powers, Fred. F. Green, M. 
T. Sullivan, Councilmen Owen and Hol- 
brook, W. P. Cherrington and T. F. Ford. 

Herbert M. Federhen, Jr., candidate for 
Representative, was the first speaker and 
he was received with shouts of applause. 
He spoke at length upon the National and 
State issues, and urged upon his hearers 
the necessity of supporting all Democratic 
candidates particularly those for Represen- 
tatives. 

Mr. Albert P. Worthen, a candidate for 
reelection as Representative from this dis- 
trict, spoke briefly, eulogizing the Demo- 
cratic party. The election of Russell as 
governor meant that the party approved 
the action of President Cleveland on the 
repeal bill, and as that bill had passed he 
predicted a Democratic victory. 

William J. Burke of Boston occupied 
nearly the whole evening speaking on 
the National issues and their relations to 
the laboring men. 

W. P. Cherrington of Atlantic also spoke 
briefly on the labor question confining him- 
self to attacking the labor record of 
Candidate Greenhalge. 


The Vacant Councillorship. 


When the appointment of William B. 
Rice of Quincy, as councillor, to fill the 
vacancy Caused by the death of David Hall 
Rice, came up for confirmation at the meet- 
ing of the Governor's Council on Thursday, 
Councillor Morgan moved to lay on the 
table for one week. In his opinion the 
nomination should not be made for a month 
at least after the death of D. H. Rice. Gov. 
Russell asked Mr. Morgan if that was the 
only reason he had to offer for asking the 
postponement, ‘‘I think that is reason 
enough,” replied Mr. Morgan. 

Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott did not agree with 
Mr. Morgan. He was prepared to vote on 
the question at once. The vote was: For 
postponement, Morgan, Keith, Breed, 
Jefts and Morse; against, Wolcott, Leeson 
and Donovan.

The decision establishes the 
principle for which the insurance com- 
panies fought, and at the same time, from | 
a charitable point of view, gives the church 
an amount of funds much needed in the

Chicago’s Sorrow. 


Chicago was greatly shocked last Satur- 
day evening when it learned of the assassi- 
nation of its Mayor, Carter H. Harrison, 
who was cruelly shot in his own house by 
an insane crank, named Eugene Pendergast, 
who did the deed inacool and deliberate 
manuer, 

Nothing has ever occurred in Chicago 
that has so disturbed and distressed its 
citizens as the very wicked and wanton ter- 
mination of the life of Hon. Carter H. Har- 
rison. As a director of the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition he at all times sought to 
impress upon the exposition its true na- 
tional aud international character and to 
emphasize the fact that it was promoted by 
and in the interest of the people of all the 
world, 

Carter H. Harrison was born at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Feb. 15, 1825. His father died 
while he was yet a babe, and his early 
tuition was received from his mother and 
the common schools. Afterwards he 
entered Yale, graduating in 1845, when he 
commenced the study of law. In 1851 he 
travelled in Europe, Egypt, Syria, and Tar- 
key in Asia, returning to settle in Chicago 
in 1855, where he engaged in the real 
estate business. In 1874 he was chosen a 
representative from Chicago, serving one 
term. He was elected mayor of Chicago 
for the first time in 1880. Mr. Harrison 
had acquired considerable reputation as a 
linguist.

Book Agent in Trouble. 


Quincy business men are complaining of 
the unprincipled methods which are being 
carried on by some Boston firms, who have 
been sending personal letters by mail to 
many people quoting their prices for staple 
goods andin some cases also giving the 
prices asked in Quincy. The result of these 
letters is that in some cases people have 
been mislead and have found out while the 
prices quoted were true the goods were of 
an inferior quality. 

It seems hardly fair that people, whom 
local dealers have given credit, should 
turn about and leave, in some cases, their 
unpaid bills, and go into Boston and pay 
cash for goods which if sent out by local 
dealers would be refused and sent back. 

The fact is, if people want first-class 
goods they will have to pay as much for 
them in Boston as they would of their local 
dealers, and this being the case when they 
have cash they should spend it in the 
stores that have in the past given them 
credit, and not as soon as they have a few 
dollars rush into Boston and expend it in 
stores for groceries and provisions, which, 
in many cases, would not be accepted from 
local dealers. 

A well known local business man who 
does a large business, and buys in large 
quautitjes, and therefore is in a position to 
sell as cheap 2s anyone, said to a repre- 
sentative of the Parrio?, people whom 
we have trusted do not use us fair when 
they rush into Boston whenever they get a 
few dollars. If they want first class goods 
they would have to pay as much there as 
they would at home. He bad thought 
seriously of putting in a bench at hig store 
where people who wanted the cheaper class 
of meats could be accommodated and could 
find the same class of goods as offered by 
some of the Boston firms in their cireular 
letters.

Back of the platform was the American 
flag very prettily draped forming a sort of 
background for the large lithograph 
pictures of Greenhalge and Walcott. 

Mr. Greenhalge said: 

My Friends and Fellow-Citizens: I have 
been hearing reports from Quincy some- 
what different from these which I get to- 
night. I do not see what is the trouble 
with the Quincy I see before me. I don’t 
know how it is with Josiah. [Laughter 
and applause.] I am very glad to meet the 
men of Quincy. You cannot call out 
these intelligent men by the record 
of any individual, however much that 
record may disappoint good and honest 
citizens. I am here, my friends, fora few 
brief moments to counsel and to confer 
with you upon matters important to every 
citizen of Massachusetts, without distinc- 
tion of party; to confer and counsel, so 
that every man of any trade, profession or 
calling may find where his best interest 
lies, and the bread-winner may know 
where his future is best placed. 

Now, my friends, they tell you that all 
this excitement and disturbance is about 
the Sherman act. My friends the Sherman 
purchasing clause will be repealed. There 
is n» question about it, Itis only a question 
of time, of days, of hours, and when they 
say the repeal of that bill, or of its purchas- 
ing clause, is the panacea of these troubles, 
they speak without authority, without 
judgment and without wisdom. Now, let 
me tell you what effect this repeal is going 
to have. We want every bit of confidence 
that the country can gain from any source, 
in any way; but I tell you that the bu-i- 
ness world has practically accepted that re- 
peal today and its effects cannot be magni- 
fied except by the hoodlum newspapers 
of Boston, and there are several of them. 
[Applause] And I hope the honest men 
of Massachusetts will consider well before 
they take them into their homes on the 
sacred Sabbath io desecrate the beauty gud 
and life and holiness of that day. [Ap- 
plause. } 

Now, let us see. There was a monetary 
panic. It started in with the action of Mr, 
Secretary Carlisle, who never had to do 
with any financial transaction greater than 
the drawing of his salary from the United 
States as a Congressman or Senator. That 
is the kind of doctrinaire they put at the 
head of the most important department in 
United States.

Manufacture of Matches. 


Not many improvements are recorded 
nowadays in the manufacture of matches, 
but it has lately beeen proposed to substi- 
tute for the ordinary article a novel kind 
of paper arrangement described as re- 
sembling in its general construction the 
coiled tape measure used by tailors. The 
coil thus employed is a roll of parafined 
paper inclosed in a metallic case, one end 
of the paper projecting after the manner 
of the tape measure, and at regular inter- 
vals on the paper are small points covered 
with an ignigting substance. In practice 
one has only to give the end of the paper 
a smart pull, bringing the ignigting point 
in contact with a small steel plate, and a 
light is strack which burns slowly and 
evenly, and, on the roll being thus ex- 
hausted from use, a fresh one can be in- 
serted in its place. Matches of this de- 
scription can be manufactured with great 
rapidity and at very small cost.

went down in price. Up to this time it 
had been the custom to cut off the trees 
close to the grounJ and leave the root un- 
touched. One day a scientist discovered 
that the logwood roots could be made in- 
to excellent dye, and forthwith logwood 
property took a bound in the market and 
their owners became rich, as the new in- 
dustry of digging up the roots of well 
nigh a generation of chipped logwood 
was established, and the seaport wharves 
were filled with grotesque and angular 
snags in place of the more uniform slabs 
of thetrank and branches of the tree. If 
the promise of the magnetic ore-separa- 
tor designed by Edison in this country be 
realized, the great inventor will be able 
to amass an immense fortune from the 
enormous piles of pit refuse which hith- 
erto has been regarded as_ perfectly 
valueless. In the colliery fields of South 
Staffordshire, England, there are many 
hundreds of acres of land covered with 
mounds of ‘shale,’ or refuse from the 
coal mines, a kind of s'a*e-colored clay 
which for many years has been looked 
upon as waste material ‘“cumbering the 
ground.’’ Some little time ago it was 
found, as the result of experiments, that 
this shale when ground and otherwise 
manipulated,. was an excellent material 
for the manufacture of bricks, and one 
or two small brickyards were started. 
These have proved so successful that the 
industry is spreading, and bids fair to 
assume considerable proportions. The 
bricks when burned in a kiln are as hard 
in texture and as red in color as those 
made from red clay. The conversion 
of these desolate mounds of shale into 
a useful commercial product will be 
a distinct industrial gain to the district, 
and at the same time it will bring a 
vast acreage of now unprofitable land in- 
to use either for agricultural or building 
purposes. This is a kind of fact that 
the shrewd American who happens to 
have a patch of territory containing 
waste within reasonable distance of a 
large city may do well to mark, !earn and 
inwardly digest.—Chicago Record.

On that day let us forego our 
ordinary work and employments and 
assemble in our usual places of worship, 
where we may recall all that God has done 
for us, and where from grateful hearts our 
united tribute of praise and song may 
reach the throne of grace. Let the reunion 
of kindred and the social meeting of 
friends lend cheer and enjoyment to the 
day, and let generous gifts of charity for 
the relief of the poorard needy prove the 
sincerity of our thanksgiving.”’

Reversible Fails, 


The most picturesque, as well as the 
most stricking manifestation of the tidal 
rise and fall is at the mouth of the St. 
John river, at St. John, New Bruns- 
wick. Here may be witnessed on every 
tide a change of conditions as sudden and 
complete as aquick change of scene ina 
drama; the beauty of the landscape, en- 
hanced by the handiwork of man, adding 
greatly to the impressiveness of the phe- 
nomenon. Thisis locally known as the 
“reversible falls’? although “reversible 
rapids’ would be more appropriate. In 
a map of St. John and its environs, 
drawn in 1784, by an officer of the St 
John’s Loyalists, the matter is referred to 
in a marginal uote. 

“The falls in the river are justly ranked 
among the curiosities of the world; they 
are at the mouth of the river about one 
mile from the entrance. and are naviga- 
ble four times in twenty-four hours 
which commands great attention, as only 
a few minutes are required to pass in 
safety. 

“The tide rising from twenty to twen- 
ty-four feet at high water, is six or 
eight feet higher than the river, which 
occasions a fall in the river as well as 
out, the whole water of the country hay- 
ing to pass between two rocks sixty 
yards distant.” 

The scene of these rapids is a beauti- 
ful gorge, through which, in remote 
ages, the river appears to have forced its 
way. For twenty minutes on each ebb 
and flood, the river here is as placid asa 
mountain lake on a tranquil day. Sud- 
denly a streak of white spreads across 
the gorge, and in a few minutes the calm 
is succeeded by the turmoil of rushing, 
whirling waters. The reflections of the 
rocky shore and of the graceful outlines 
of the suspension and the cantilever 
bridges which span the mouth of the 
gorge, are obliterated as if a mirror had 
been ruthlessly shattered.—Gustac Nobbe 
in Scribner.

There are thimbles in Machinery Hall 
which are studded with pearls, turquoises 
emeralds, rubies, diamonds and other 
precious stones, Some are silver over- 
laid with gold, some are hand chased, 
some are of unique designs which cost 
$100 or more. It would seem that de- 
signs and decorations were limited when 
applied to thimbles, but women can take 
their pick of 103 different styles in gold 
and silver and pay all the way from 50 
cents to $150 for a “thumb bell,” as 
the old German called the thimble when 
he invented it years and years ago. In 
the German section of the Manufactures 
building are thimbles capped with onyx, 
but Americans prefer a silver thimble 
which has been well knurled.—Chicago 
News. 


The Tools of the Egyptians. 


The ancient Egyptians had tools for 
stone working equal to anything in use 
today. They used both solid and tubular 
drills and straight and circular saws. The 
drills were set with jewels, probably 
corundum, and even lathe tools had such 
cutting edges. So remarkable was the 
quality of the tubular drills, it is said, and 
the skill of the workmen, that the cutting 
marks in the hard granite gave no indica- 
tion of the wear of the tool, while a cut 
ofa tenth part of an inch was made in the 
hardest rock at each revolution, and a 
hole through both the hardest and softest 
material was bored perfectly smooth and 
uniform throughout. Of the material and 
method of making the tools nothing is 
known.—New York Journal. 


A Rock Sait Quarry. 


Up to a few years ago it was supposed 
that the only rock salt in the United States 
was found in West Virginia. There is a 
mountain of it in San Pete County, Utab, 
from which last year 100 carloads were 
shipped outside the territory, and 30 car- 
loads to Utah points. Itis in Salt creek 
Canyon, six miles east of Nephi. The 
mine has a face of 100 feet of solid salt, 
and is quarried the same as stone. A 
single blast often produces 10 tons in lumps 
of 10 to 300 pounds, 

The rock salt is shipped to Butte, Helena, 
and to points in Nevada and Colorado. 
It is used in the mines for fluxing and on 
the cattle ranges asalick. At Salina, in 
Sevier County, there are also works of 
some magnitude.—St. Louis Republic.

The Election. 


Quincy, is Republican, is the verdict, 
after giving a Democratic plurality for 
governor for seven years. 

The Democratic plurality of 236 in 1889, 
was reduced to 200 in 1890, 183 in 1891, 
170 in 1892, and this year the Republicans 
have sweeped the city with 116 plurality. 

With one exception, Mr. Federhen, every 
Republican on the Quincy ticket received a 
plurality. In voting for three representa- 
tives, Mr. Federhen was third man, one 
Weymouth Republican having 67 more, 
and the other Weymouth Republican 36 
less. In the district Mr. Federhen was 
fifth man and 333 behind Mr. Hammond. 
Mr. Ford was low man of the six in both 
places and the district, falling 328 behind 
last year. 

Senator Merrill increased bis plurality in 
the city from 40 to 160, and is reelected in 
the district by an increased plurality. 

Mr. Greenhalge carried four wards of the 
city, where Mr. Haile last year carried but 
two. Wards One, Three, Five and Six are 
Republican this year, Wards Three and Six 
wheeling round, and Ward Two going 
Democratic by 7 only. There were Repub-

Many of those who went home early in 
the evening kept the operators at the cen- 
tral telephone office busy answering ques- 
ions, The operators on duty were evi- 
dently enthused with the way the election 
went, and they were very accommodating. 

The arrangement at City Hall for receiv- 
ing the returns was very satisfactory and 
was appreciated by a large crowd who pre- 
ferred to stay at home rather than go to 
Boston. 

It was nearly 2 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing when Officer Sanberg drove down with 
the returns fron: Ward Four, and that hour 
there were few there outside of those who 
were obliged to be present, to receive him, 
and a few minutes later everybody but the 
City Messenger had gone home. 

The Wollaston vote was a disappoint- 
ment to the Republicans. With an in- 
creased registration of 32, the largest with 
one exception of any ward in the city, the 
Republican gain was smaller than in any 
other ward. Was it the joint debate which 
changed the voters to the Democratic 
column? 

The cities of the state gave a plurality of 
over 7000 for Greenhalge. Last year they 
gave a Democratic plurality of nearly 
37,000, a change of over 44,000. 

But two of the thirteen congressional 
districts went Democratic. 

The Ward Two and Three Republicans 
in particular did very active work, as shown 
by net gains of 52 and 105. Chairman 
Jobnson and Grindell and the ward com- 
mittees are entitled to much credit. 

One man in Ward One came very near 
losing his vote. Mr. C. M. Jenness got 
inside the rail within a balf second of 4 
o'clock, delaying the closing of the polls 
until 4.02. 

The predictions of a LepGrER :eader 
on Nov. 4 prove to have been well founded. 
Greenhalge reduced Russell plurality in the 
city below 150 and carried the State. 
Giving Greenhalge 1000 plurality in the 
State for every 10 votes less than 150 
Democratic plurality in the city, aud his 
plurality for the 266 gain would be 26,600 
in the State. It will be over that, accord- 
ing to the returns, but it was a good esti- 
mate nevertheless. A 1000 plurality for 
every 7 1-2 votes would have been practi- 
cally exact, but that is getting it done 
pretty fine. 

Among the cities, Chicopee cast the 
smallest vote for Greenhalge, and eight 
gave him less than Quincy. Russell's 
smallest vote was in Beverly; five gave him 
less than 1000 votes, and nine less than 
Quincy.

“Republican Jolification. 


The Republican city committee held a 
sort of jollification meeting at headquarters 
Wednesday evening. The windows facing 
the square were illuminated with candles, 
while outside of the building quantities of 
Roman candles and rockets were exploded. 

[t was about 8 o'clock when the cbair- 
man called order, and said there was no 
reason why after five years of good hcnest 
government in city affa'rs, it should not be 
continued another year. The ward and 
city committee had no candidate to nomi- 
nate but wanted some one who would lead 
them to victory. 

John F, Merrill said if the right candi- 
date was secured, Republicans can be vic- 
torious. We have good men in Ward One, 
but they would not accept the nomination. 
He would take off his coat and work for 
whoever was nominated by the party. 

Councilman Johnson did not feel at 
liberty at present to present any name, but 
there were plenty of good men in Ward 
Two. 

Councilman Grindell said they had good 
men in Ward Three but was not prepared 
to present any name, 

Representative Hammond thought it 
better for four or five from each ward to 
get together and talk it over. 

George F, Pinkham said the Republicans 
should take their best man where ever he 
may come from, and Ward Five will 
support him. 

Theophilus King 
Said we have got the Democrats on the 
run. They have misrepresented the facts 
in this campaign. Wecan not tinker with 
the tariff. We must pick out our best man 
and when we nominate a man that is unfit 
for the office turn about and bury him. He 
was a temperance man but not a Prohibi- 
tionists as they were not candidly honest. 
What we want is the McKinley kind of 
honesty. Let ns make the best selection 
we can and if Le isa clean man do not let 
any prejudice go against him. ‘The princi- 
ple of the Republican party was, ‘ The 
greatest good to the greatest number with 


the least amount of sham.” 

Councilman Sherman said we practically 
elect four councilmen from each ward. 
This was contrary to the charter which 
meant that the five best men in the cily 
should be councilmen-at-large regardless of 
what ward they lived in, end he hoped the 
Republican party would carry out this idea 
this year. 

Ex-Mayor Porter said the result in 
Quincy for the past five years had carried 
out in the main the spirit of the charter. 
He would like to see a gentleman nomi- 
nated by a citizens committee at large. He 
did not believe in drawing party lines io a 
mayoralty contest. He congratulated 
Quincy and Weymouth upon their success 
in burying ‘* that young sprig”? whose at- 
tack upon the Chief Magistrate of the city 
were disgraceful. He believed if the 
Council would meet and organize, make 
the appropriations and then adjourn, the 
business of the city would be better con- 
ducted. He could bardly realize that 
Greenhalge had been given the largest 
majority of any candidate since 1884. 

Mayor Fairbanks 

Was gratified with the result of the 
election, He believed there were many 
Republicans in Quincy who were capable 
of filling the Mayor's office and could 
be elected. He was not a candidate for 
reelection, he should retire into the ranks. 
He was always opposed to the having 
councilmen-at-large from each ward. 
They should be the balance wheel to the 
other members. He hoped they would 
select five good men and not confine them- 
selves to wards. 

Councilman Moxon had nothing to say 
in regard to Mayor, but was for any Re- 
publican. He believed Quincy was looking 
to Republicans for the best government. 
He hardly thought the effort to elect 
councilmen-at-large would fill the bill. 


He thought the remedy would be in 
electing councilmen-at-large in the same 
manner as the school board. 
The Great Danger

of these men in office. It was for the best 
interest to elect a Republican Mayor and a 
Council to support him.

During the remarks of the several gentle- 
men there was frequent applause which 
was augmented by the fog horn of the 
yacht Pilgrim, which Mr. Weeks had 
brought into the hall.

The recent purchase of the Manet street | 
railway ata low figure and the fact that 
the company is now operating its cars from 
the new power plant at Quincy Point, 
which is one of the best ia the state for its | 
size, together with the constantly 
increasing traffic, warrants the opinion 
that the property will shortly be among 
the best of the many strert railways of 
Massachusetts. 

The policy of the company has been such 
that no bonds on mortgages have been 
issued; its real estate in Quincy being 
valued at $65,000 and eutirely free from} 
encumbrance, 

President Graham in conversation with 
a@ representative of the PatTrior said, 
that instead of issuing bonds as is too often 
the custom of directors, the company will, 
acting under the authority of the legisla- 
ture offer $50,000 of their new stock at par, 
preference for subscriptions to be given to 
citizens of Quincy and Weymouth. 

This seems a safe investment and the 
opportunity thas given to small investors | 
to become interested in a local enterprise 
should be appreciated, as stockholders in 
street railways pay no Sia‘e or local tax, 
all such taxes on stock being paid by the} 
company to the commonwealth.

One of the most elaborate bits of carving 
is a pulpit, completely furnished with a 
Bible and a hymn book and with a chair. 
Winding stairs lead to the platform. One 
piece of rugged oak, charred and blackened 
by fire, was broken off the inside of the 
hollow where the charter was once hidden. 
In this guarled knot is fixed a cross. 
There are scores of crosses of all sizes, 
carved with various degrees of elaborate- 
ness; a fire place with andirons, shovel, 
tongs and wood laid in place; a miniature 
griudstone aud frame, of which the stone 
is not as large as a penny; a cane with 
carved handle; rakes, hoes, axes, ladders, 
tables, sofas, chairs, arrows, rings and num- 
erous other odd shapes and quaint, carved 
designs. 


—When rings ace sent toa jeweler for 
repair be always cleans the stones and sur- 
prises the owners by their brilliancy. The 
accumulation of dirt on the under side of a 
diamond or other transparent gems is so 
slow that the dallivg of the stone is bardly 
noticed. Usually they are cleaned, with- 
out removal from their settings with the 
chewed ends of wooden tooth-picks, but 
they cannot be made entirely bright with- 
out taking them out of their clasps. The 
dirt that gets into the space between the 
ring and the stone js often as hard as clay.

The places visited were those of Mrs, 
Ruby Arnold on Walnut street, Atlantic, 
and Jobn Harkins of Main street, and 
Mrs. A. A. Harlow of South street. 

At Mrs. Arnold’s entrance was had 
through a back window by breaking the 
glass and unfastening the sash lock. The 
lady who was 76 years of age, was 
alone in the house at the time and was 
awakened only to find a man standing by 
her bedside wearing a black mask. 

She grappled with the fellow and tried 
to tear the mask from his face. A fierce 
struggle took place during which the fellow 
with a desperate effort tore himself away 
and rushed down stairs and out the front 
door. 

Mrs. Arnold who was now thoroughly 
frightened rushed into another room and 
jumped outof a window to the ground, a 
distance of 20 feet. 

In the fall Mrs. Arnold’s back was in- 
jared severely and ber screams awakened 
the neighbors who rushed to her assistance. 

She was taken to the residence of Mr. 
Knowles, and medical aid summoned. It 
was found that no bones had been broken, 
but it was feared that internal injuries, 
coupled with the shock, would prove too 
much for her system, owing to ber ad- 
vanced age. 

The fellow secured no plunder. 

At the residence of Mr. Harkins on Main 
street, the parties rumaged through the 
house and carried away a gold watch and

Officers Holloran and McGrath arrested 
Maurice Cummings and Robert Hurley 
Thursday evening for breaking and enter- 
ing the residence of Mrs, Ruby A. Arnold 
at Atlantic. 

Both of these young fellows live on the 
same street as Mrs. Arnold and suspicion 
was directed to them from the first by the 
police who have kept the matter quiet until 
they had their men safe behind the bars. 

Cummings has a bad reputation, and 
many things have been laid at his door, 
although up to the present crime he has 
succeeded in covering his tracks so well as 
to elude the police. 

He came to Atlantic from South Boston 
about a year ago and at that time the 
officers of Station 6, South Boston, notified 
Chief Langley that bis reputation was any- 
thing but good. Since he has been in 
Quincy he has been driving a junk wagon 
for his father. 

Hurley is an Atlantic boy and up to the 
present case the police have nothing against 
him, and say as far as they know his repu- 
ation bas been good, and among the young 
men of Atlantic it is said that he is one 
of the last persons that they ever thought 
to see in a scrape of this kind. He has 
been employed by Peter Martin driving a 
tip cart. 

Cummings when questioned denied all 
knowledge of the break. When questioned 
as to where he was that night, he said he 
was out and met another fellow whose 
name he had forgotten. 

Hurley, however, when arrested and con- 
fronted with the charge, broke down and 
confessed that they were the ones that 
entered the house. He said that on the 
night in question he had met Cummings, 
and that both were more or less intoxicated. 
Cummings finally proposed that they en- 
ter Mrs. Arnold's house to which he con- 
sented, Cummings broke a window and 
turned the catch and crawled in. He then 
opened the door and let Hurley in. Hur- 
ley does not say anything about their eat- 
ing all there was in the house, but says he 
was so drunk that he did not know any- 
thing, and that he sat in a chair while 
Cummings went up stairs. What tran- 
spired there he does not know. 

Yesterday when the men were brought 
into court they were the centre of attrac- 
tion. Cummings had thelook of one who 
did not care. His face was very red and 
there were several scratches upon it which 
were evidently made by Mrs. Arnold in 
her fight with him on Monday night. 

Hurley appeared crestfallen, as though 
he fully realized the position le was in. 

They were arraigned for breaking and 
ertering the house of Mrs, Arnold. Cum- 
mings pleaded not guilty and Hurley said 


gailty but upon advice of his counsel, said | 


not guilty. 

The evidence of the government was 
practically the same as already published. 

The only defence offered was by Cum- 
mings, who took the stand and told his 
story, substantially as follows: 

Monday night he went to Boston to pay 
a bill for his father and on his way out he 
stopped at Rogers’ barroom at Field's Cor- 
ner, where he purchased a bottle of liquor 
for his father. He met Hurley at this bar- 
room and treated him to several drinks. 
They then took a car as far as Neponset 
where they got off and started to walk 
home. When they reached Barry’s store 
in Atlantic there was a row in progress in 
which they became mixed up. When this 
row was ended, they started toward home, 
Hurley leading the way, while he brought 
up in the rear, leading a man who was in- 
toxicated. He did not know the man’s 
name, but had met him in the cars the 
Saturday ‘night previous. This man he 
describes as 5 feet 5 inches tall, and was 
dressed in black clothes and soft hat. He 
had high thin cheek bones and looked as 
though he was in the last stages of con- 
sumption. He supposed that he was an 
American. When they reached Walnut 
street he had a “‘scrap”’ with the man, dur- 
ing which he got his face cut. Breaking 
away he left the fellow with Hurley and 
went home where he arrived at about 
12.20. 

When asked if he had drank anything 
that night he replied nothing but a little 
tonic. He formerly drank, but had taken 
the pledge two weeks ago. 

After hearing all of the evidence the 
court found probable cause to  be- 
lieve the prisoners guilty, and held Cum- 
mings in $1,500 for the grand jury and 
Hurley in $600. 

It is thought that when the case comes 
before the grand jury and hears the ad- 
ditional evidence that will be presented, 
that they will indict Cummings for man- 
slaughter. 

The officers deserve to be complimented 
upon their good work in bringing the 
probable parties in this case to justice. 

It is probable that Hurley will get bail 
but Cummings will not. Should Cum- 
mings be fortunate enough to be bailed he 
will be immediately arrested for man- 
slaughter. 

The funeral of Mrs. Arnold will be held 
this morning and her body taken to 
Taunton for interment. 

Tis sad to think thaton Monday this lady, 
who enjoyed good health retired at night 
intending to visit friends at Taunton the 
next day, should now be going to the same 
place tut under far different circumstances,

A PROMINENT Republican, who believes 
that all the voters should know when and 
where caucuses are to be held, and thit 
there is no better medium than the news- 
papers, advertises the same in today’s paper. 
The Repnfllican city committee, or its 
officers, who profess “‘ protection *’ have a 
few posters printed in Boston rather than 
at home, and ten to one half the voters 
would not know when the caucuses were to 
be held unless some one told them. Today's 
notice will inform them and they may be 
out in force at the caucuses Saturday even- 
ing, and they may have something to say 
as to who the nominees shall be. 


THE POLICE of the city are entivled to 
much credit for their prompt arrest in the 
Aulantic burglary case which resulted in 


before | 


the death of a lady from fright. Oaly a 
permanent police force which has an eye on 
all “shady” persons woald have laid the 
crime at the door of the two arrested on 
suspiscion. The evidence was the slightest, 
really none at all, but the officers worked 
the case so well that one of the fellows 
squealed and now two are held on good 
evidence, and may find it is a serious thing 
to frighten inmates of their homes to death. 


THERE SHOULD be no difficulty in se- 
curing a revenue of $1000 a year from a 
large hall in this city with a seating 
capacity of 1400, as is proposed by the 
Hospital trustees. There is a crying need 
for such a hall and it would be in great 
demand, At present our citizens are de- 
barred of many social gatherings and en- 
tertainments. We havereally no place to 
hold large mass meetings, political rallies 
grand concerts and balls, dramatics, etc. 
The Odd Fellows, Firemen, Scotchmen and 
others would like it for their annual balls. 
Such a hal! ought to let for $50 or more a 
night, and one night a week would meet 
the guarantee of $1,000 » year desired. 
We believe it will do even better than this, 
and that a grand fair might be held there- 
in annually which would net the Hospital 
$1,000 annually. The location is central 
and excellent, near the central depot and 
at the junction of all the street railway 
routes. Let it be a nice large hall with 
a large platform or stage, and good ante- 
rooms. Hurry the good work along that 
the people may enjoy it this winter. 


WITH THE movement for the large new 
hall on Coddington street there arises anew 
the necessity of the widening of that street. 
It should be done before the land is built 
upon, aud it will be more of a necessity 
than ever when the largest hall of the city 
is located there. The matter is now in 
the hands of the Council Committee on 
Streets, we believe, a public hearing has 
been held, and an order making the widen- 
ing could be reported at any meeting, 
if desired. The entrance into Coddington 
street is positively dangerous and the 
travel over the street is rapidly increasing. 


WE WOULD offer this suggestion, if ward 
caucuses are to name one of the Council- 
men-at-large, that he be selected openly 
before proceeding to the nomination of 
Ward Councilmen. It has been customary 
in the past to reverse the order, and after 
pominating the bes. men for Ward Coun- 
cilmen it has been difficult often to find a 
strong man to run at large. We know of 
cases where a man failing to receive the 
ward nomination, bas been run at large. 


Ir uAs been decided that a vote shall be 
taken at the municipal election of Decem- 
ber 5, on the acceptance of Chap. 401 of 
the Acts of 1891, entitled ** An act to au- 
thorize the city of Quincy to introduce a 
public water supply.’ How few there are 
who are familiar with the provisions of this 
act which is quitelengthy. If the act is to be 
accepted, now is the time, as it will be void 
unless accepted before June 11 next. The 
taking of the water rights will entail prob- 
ably a large expense, but as no claim for 
damages cau be made until the water is 
actually taken, and an extension of the 
city’s source of supply will soon be neces- 
sary, perhaps the opportunity should not 
be missed,as no cost will attend the accept- 
ance of the act. The act authorizes the 
issue of bonds to the amount of $400,000, 
bul no part of these will of course be issued 
until the City Council, with the approval 
of the Mayor, so votes. 


Tye AUSTRALIAN ballot, which the 
Wollaston Republicans are to adopt at the 
coming caucus, seems the only proper 
method of nominating candidates especially 
in wards where a nomination is equivalent 
toanelection. It should be adopted in all 
wards by both parties and the polls kept 
open for at least an hour, or say from 6 to 
8 p.., when it would be convenient for 
the majority of the voters of a ward to vote. 
Nominations would then be made by 
citizens rather than politicians, and the 
preference of a larger portion of the voters 
would be secured 


CARE WILL have to be exercised at the 
city election not to get rum and water 
mixed up. A ‘“‘yes’’ and ‘'no’’ vote is to 
be taken on two questions: 1—Shall licenses 
be granted in this city for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors? 2—Shall Chapter 401 of 
the Acts and Resolves of 1891,—‘* An act 
to authorize the city of Quincy to intro- 
duce a public water supply "’—be accept- 
ed?’ The latter requires a two-third vote 
in the aflimative, and the former should 
have the usual two-third vote in the nega- 
tive. 

A NEW LAW requires that when an act 
of the Legislature is submitted to the voters 
of a city for its acceptance, it shall be 
printed in full on the warravt for said 
election. Therefore, if the voters wait, 
they may read the *‘ water act’? of 1891, 
which will come up for acceptance at the 
municipal convention.

New Hall for Quincy. 


There was a gathering of the representa- 
tive citizens of the city, at the residence of 
Hon. William B. Rice on Monday evening 
to discuss the affairs of the City Hospital. 
Mr. Rice in a brief address showed that 
the running expenses were about $10,000 a 
year and the income $5,000. The hospital 
was now some $3,000 behind, and with 
$1,000 more needed to carry it through the 
year, would make a deficit of nearly $5000, 
which amount must be immediately pro- 
vided for. 

There would be a deficit of a like amount 
for the coming three or four years, when it 
was then expected that the endowment 
fund would be increased to such an extent 
that the income would cover the expenses. 

Remarks were made by Mr. Joseph C. 
Morse of Ward One; Mr. James Thomp- 
son of Ward Two; Mr. Charles H. John- 
son of Ward Three; Mr. James F. Burke 
of Ward Four; Mr. George F. Pinkham of 
Ward Five; and Mr. William B, Glover of 
Ward Six. 

Each of these gentlemen in respond- 
ing for his ward, believed that the largest 
part of the needed money could be raised 
by subscriptions, if a thorough and sys- 
tematic canvass was made. Contributions 
from five cents up to any amount would be 
received,

and I conrider myself quite sane. The 
future, circumstances will govern largely. 
Should I receive an appointment on one of 
the cruisers at present being fitted for 
Brazilian service in New York, then I shall 
go to Brazil; if not I stall take up the 
practice of my profession in some of the 
southern states,”* 

Neither Dr. Ames, his family or bis 
friends give any intimation of what his 
“good and sufficient reasons’ are and 
the public must therefore still consider 
that he left because he did not care to 
fulfil his promise of marriage, as has 
been previously intimated. 

One thing is very certain and that is 
that the doctor has no intention of re- 
turning to the town he left so suddenly. 
His appearance here has put at rest all 
stories that he was insane or had met with 
foul play.

city election. The twelve aldermen will be 
elected not by districts, as heretofore, but 
on the general ticket. No voter, however 
can vote for more than seven aldermen, 
and the twelve who stand highest in the 
poll will be elected. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, this means tbatithe majority 
party can elect no more than seven mem- 
bers. There will be assured a minority of 
five, which may be trusted to be watchful 
of the proceedings of the majority. = More- 
over, upon some improtant questions the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the board is 
essential, so that a minority of five would 
be sufficient to block dangerous measures. 
This would seem, in large cities, to bea 
much better plan in several ways than the 
district plan, which permits corrupt and 
dangerous districts to put in men of their 
own stamp without possibility of outside 
check and to the detriment of the board 
as a whole and the city’s interest.—Brock- 
ton Enterprise. 


Some idea of the enormous proportion 
the business of hotel keeping has assumed

How to Darn Stockings. 


The secret of successfully darning stock- 
ings lies in “‘running” the thread of the 
darning cotton so faron each side of the 
bole that it does not immediately fray 
and pull out of the goods. Take a long 
thread of darning cotton to begin with 
and run it at least half an inch along the 
goods on each side of the hole. Continue 
this until the hole is snugly covered. 
Now cross these threads in the regular 
darning style, taking care that the same 
precaution is observed. A large hole re- 
quires a patch. Such holes almost always 
occur in the heel, so that in treating of the 
metbod of mending them it is safe to take 
the heel for a model. 

From the leg of an old stocking cut a 
kite shaped piece about 5 inches long and 
4 inches across. Turn the stocking wrong 
side out and lay the kite upon the heel 
so that the long pointed end runs up the 
back of the leg and the lower rounded

their altars and their firesides on this 
joyful day that ‘‘ every good gift and every 
perfect gift is from above and cometh 
down from the father of lights, with whom 
is no variableness neither shadow of 
turning.”

Some Uses of Ammonia. 


Ammonia is very valuable, and no house 
keeper should be without it. It should be 
kept in a glass bottle tightly corked, other- 
wise it will evaporate, and the strength will 
be lost. 

Grease spots can be removed from almost 
any fabric by sponging them with ammonia 
in a little hot water. When dish towels 
have become soiled and discolored, boiling 
them in suds to which a little ammonia has 
been added will do much to restore them to 
their natural state. Ammoniain the water 
used for washing wood-work is better than 
soap, as it loosens all dirt and does not in- 
jure the hands. Lamp globes and windows 
are readily cleaned with its help, as well as 
hair brushes and combs. 

Ammonia is a pleasant remedy for bee 
stings or insect bites, to be applied as soon 
as bitten. Pure soft soap and ammonia 
applied to a lame back and rabbed in vig- 
orously, is almost certain to give relief. 

It is a great stimulant to house plants. 
Five or six drops added to each pint of 
water and applied once a week, will cause 
them to flourish and give them a vigor ob- 
tained in no other way. A few drops in 
the water in which cut flowers are placed 
will restore them if beginning to wilt.—Ez- 
change.

Five Billion Dollars Lost. 


When we come to analyze the exact 
position of the country, comparing it witb 
& year ago, the more we analyze it the less 
reason is there for being surprised at the 
result of the last week’s election. The 
people have carefully examined into the 
condition that confronts them, and they 
have found that itis not a theory, The 
best indication of the actual business 
movement of the country is found in the 


clearing house returns of the banks. Let 
us see what these bave been since last 
March, as reported to Bradstreets:

Here we see that, with the single excep- 
tion of the month of May, there has been 
a decrease during each and every month 
from April to October this year in the 
volume of the banks’ clearings of the 
country as compared with the business 
reported during the corresponding months 
of 1892. 

Thus within seven months there has been 
an aggregate net loss in the volume of 
trade throughout the country of almost 
five billion dollars in those cities alone 
that reported their bank clearings to 
Bradstreet’s. Five billion dollars less 
money circulated in the ordinary channels 
of trade and commerce, in wages, in the 
manufacture of goods, in the employment 
of labor, in the demand for goods, all of 
which works round and round, diminishing 
in its daily course the earnings of the 
people. This is what the present adminis- 
tration has done to the country with its 
threat of free trade. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that there was an uprising of 
the people. The condition confronting 
them has proved to be vastly different 
from the ante-election theory that was 
promised them, and they resented it.— 
American Economist. 


Flower Market. 


The market of the Boston Co;operative 
Flower (:rowers’ Association in the base- 
ment of Park street church, Boston, is a 
success, 

This association is composed exclusively 
of growers of flowers for market. 

Here are arranged benches for the dis- 
play of flowers, which are divided into 103 
stalls, which are all rented, and there is a 
demand for still more. The tenants pay a 
monthly rental of $2.50 to $4.00. 

The wholesale trade at the market is 
done between 6.30 and 8 o'clock, a. ., 
every morning, and a lively scene it is. 
The benches are fairly loaded with gor- 
geous displays of chrysanthemums, roses, 
carnations, violets, and a variety of other 
choice flowers and decorative plants in 
pots. The buyers, who are mostly the 
proprietors of retail stores in Boston and 
the neighboring towns and cities, crowd 
the space between the benches, and a lively 
trade ensues for an hour or more, and 
many hundreds of dollars change hands 
very quickly. 


Sleep in Sickness, 


Concerning sleep, in connection with 
sickness, there is a good deal of heresy re- 
garding the matter among otherwise well- 
informed people. ‘* Be sure to wake him 
when it is time to give the medicine; it 
will be a great deal better for him not to 
sleep too long at one time!'" How often we 
have heard these words, or words to that 
effect, which fact, in nine cases out of ten 
and very likely in ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred, they were the exact opposite of 
the truth. Gentle, restful sleep is better 
than any medicine; and how often, even 
how almost invariably, does the ‘change 
for the better,”’ for which anxious friends 
are waiting so prayerfully, come during 
sleep—making its first manifestation when 
the patient awakes with brightened eye, 
stronger voice, a faint tinge of returning 
health maintaining the features in place 
of the wan hue of threatening death! 

In the words ofSancho Panza, we may 
well say, “‘Blessed be the man who in- 
vented sleep!’’ There are, of course, 
critical situations in which a troubled, im- 
perfect sleep may properly be broken to 
administer medicine; but in these later days, 
physicians quite generally give the caution 
that, in case of restful sleep, the patient 
is not to be awakened for the administer- 
ing of medicines.—Good Housekeeping. 


Unthinkable Distances, 


The distance to the nearest “‘ fixed’? star 
has been computed by the best astronomers 
to be about 20,000,000,000,000 miles, which, 
by putting it in another way, would mean 
a distance so vast thata trip to our own 
sun seems but a pleasure trip in compari- 
son. 

The next in distance is about four times 
further away. If we attempt to fix an 
average distance for the fixed stars, we 
cannot safely place them nearer than 4,000,- 
000,000,000 of milesaway! And what does 
this involve ? 

Light, which reaches us from the sun in 
eight and one-half minutes, would take 
seventy years in making a journey between 
the average fixed star and our litre world. 

If the volume of space included within 
our solar system were occupied by one huge 
globe 5,600,000,000 miles in diameter, even 
such a mighty mass would be but as a 
feather in the marvelous spread of space 
surrounding it. The sea of space would 
contain 2,700,000,000,000,009 of such globes 
each swinging at a distance approximating 
500,000 miles apart! How can the human 
mind be expected to comprehend such im- 
mensity?— New York Journal. 


Lo Clean Cooking Vessels,

Steamer Pilgrim. 


The Steamer Pilgrim, purchased by Rep- 
resentative John R. Graham of Stewart & 
Binney, arrived at Quincy Point Frday, 
and was moored off the power station.

The boat has been in the navy yard 
dock where her big 17-ton fin was removed, 
and the rigging removed, It Mr. 
Graham's intention to use her as a com- 
bined passenger steamer and private 
pleasure yacht in the waters of Boston 
harbor. 

The steamer Pilgrim—for the name will 
be retained—will be 123 feet over all, 23 
feet beam amidship and 21 feet 4 inches 
beam on the load water line. The draft 
will be 5 feet 8 inches. 

About 6 inches of the lead fin Las been 
left as a keel and the keel lengthened out. 

She will be equipped with two indeper- 
dent compound condensing engines, each 
of 130 horse power, the steam to be fur- 
nished from the latest type of high pressure 
water tube boiler. 

There will be two independent screws, 
each 4 feet in diameter, making 300 revo- 
lutiona minute. She is expected to de- 
velop a speed of 14 knots. 

The boat will be entirely remodeled above 
the deck. The house extends two-thirds 
the length of the boat, and the upper work 
will be of mahogany. The pilot house will 
be very large, and here will be the 
captain’s room and lavatories for gentle- 
men. 

The quarters for the crew will be forward 
and just below the pilot house. 

She will be lighted by electric lights, 
and in her line will be the queen of Boston 
harbor. 

“She'll be a fast one, too,” is the 
comment of the many seafaring men who 
have critically examined her lines while 
she was hauled out of the water.

SECTION 10, 


All bills for water, including the minimum 
charge for water furnished by meter, shall be 
due and payable to the City Treasurer in ad- 
vance, on the first day of January and July. 

Bills for specific supplies and charges for 
putting in of service pipes shall be due before 
the water is leton. in case of non-payment 
of said water rates for thirty days after the 
same are doe, the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners may cause a printed demand w be 
left at the premises where the water is taken ; 
and unless the said water rates are paid with- 
in ten days thereafter, the Board shall cut off 
the supply of water. 

The water shall not be let on until the 
amount due, together with two dollars for 
shutting off and letting on, is paid. In case 
of non-payment of water rent the owner of 
the premises, whether he is the occupant or 
not, shall be required to pay the same and 
all charges connected therewith, provided he

The polls will bs open at six o'clock in the morning and closed at four o'clock in the 
afternoon, and all such citizens will, in the several wards in which they are entitled to 
vote, between said hours, give in their votes for a Mayor, Five Councilmen at ‘ 
Three Councilmen from each Ward, One member of the School Committee at Lames, ‘or 
three years; One member of the Schoo] Committee from Ward Four, and one mei r of 
the School Committee from Ward Six, for three \ ears, 

Also to yote ‘‘ Yes” or “‘No” in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall Licenses be granted 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this city? "’ 

Also to vote “ Yes” or ** No”’ in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall Chapter 401 of the 
Acts of the General Court of 1891 be accepted? ’’ 

Said Act is as follows: 

(CHAP. 401.) 
AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF QUINCY TO INTRODUCE A PUBLIC WATER SUPPLY. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Sxcrion 1. The city of Quincy, for the purpose of supplying the said city and the in- 
habitants thereof with pure water for the extinguishment of fires and for domestic and 
other purposes, after the purchase of the franchise, corporate property, rights and privileges 
of the Quincy Water Company, as provided in section nine of chapter one hundred and 
sixty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-thiee, may take, hold and 
convey into and through said city, the waters of Blue ll river and of the tributaries 
thereof, excepting Braintree great pond and Houghton's pond in the town of Milton, at 
apy point or points in said city of Quincy and the towns of Braintree, Randolph and 
Milton, with any water rights connected therewith, and may also take and hold by 
purchase or otherwise any land, rights of way, easements and real estate necessary for 
aying, constructing and maintaining pipes, aqaeducts, water-courses, reservoirs, storage 
basins, dams, filter galleries and such other works as ma‘ 
ing, purifying, storing, retaining, discharging, conducting and distributing said waters, or 
for preserving the purity of said waters, provided, however, that any lands taken for 
preserving the purity of said waters or water supply shall not be more than one thousand 
feet distant from the same. 

Section 2. Said city shall, within sixty dsys after taking any lands, rights of way, 
water rights, water sources or easements aforesaid, otherwise than by purchase, for the 
omens of this act, file and cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds for the county of 

Norfolk a description thereof sufficiently accurate for identification, with a statement of 
» purposes for which the same were taken, which statement shall be signed by 
the mayor. 


Secrion 3. Said city, for the purposes aforesaid, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain dams, reservoirs, storage basjns, filter galleries 
and other proper works; may erect buildings and machinery; may make and establish 
such public fountains and hydrants as may from time to time deemed proper, and may 
change or discontinue the same; may regulate the uss of water, and establish the rates to 
be paid therefor and collect the same by process of law. Said city may also, for the 
purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, drain or aqueduct over or under any river, water- 
course, street, railroad, public way, highway or other way, in such manner as not unneces- 
sarily to obstruct the same, aud may enter upon and dig up such roud, street or way for the 
purpose of laying down, maintaining or repairing any pipe, drain or aqueduct, and may do 
any other thiog necessary and proper in executing the purposes of this act. 

Section 4. If said city enters upon and digs up, for the purposes aforesaid, or by 
reason of anything authorized by this act ivjures any road, street or way which is outside 
the limits of said city, it shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Selectmen of the town in which such road, st eet or may is located, and 
shall restore the same to as good order and conditiou as it wasia when such digging com- 
menced, or before such injury occurred; and shall forever maiatain all railings which may 
be necessary on account oi any alteration required to be made in the grade of any portion 
of any street by reason of anything done uader the authority of this act; and the work 
shall be done and all repairs be made in such manner and with such care as not to render 
apy road, street or way in which such pipes are laid, unsafe or unnecessarily inconvenient 
to the public travel thereon. Said city shall at all times indemnify and save harmless an 
such town which is liable to keep in repair any road, street or cin d aforesaid. against all 
damages and costs which may be recovered against it, and shall reimburse t» it all expense 
which it shall reasouably iucur in the defence of suits or otherwise by reason of avy defect 
or want of repair in such road, street or way, caused by the placing, maintenance, repairing 
or replacing of said pipes, or by reason of any ne? to persons or property, caused by any 
defect or want of repair in any such pipes, provided that said city has rotice of any clam 
or suit for such damages or injury aud an opportunity to assume the defence thereof. 

Srcrion 5. Suid city shall be liable to pay all damages sustained by any persons or 
corporations by the taking of or injury to any of their land, water, water rights, rights of 
way, easements or property, or by the constructing or repairing of any acqueduct, reservoir 
or o her works for the purposes aforesad. If any person sustaining as aforesaid 
does not agree with said city upon the amount of said dsmages he may within two years 
from such taking, and not afterwards, apply by petition for an assessment of the dama,es 
to the superior court in the county of Norfolk. Such petition may be filed in the clerk’s 
office of said court in vacation or at any sitting, and the « Jerk shall thereupon issue a sum- 
mons to the said city, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next situing of the court to be 
held after the expira ion of fourteen days from the filing of the petition, and -f at any sit- 
ting, returnable on such day as the court shall order, to appear and answer to the petition. 
The summons shall be served fourteen days at least before the sitting or day at which it is 
returnable, by leaving a copy thereof ond of the petitiun, certified by the o' r who serves 
the same, with the clerk of said ¢ ty; and the court may, upon default or heariog aren to 
said city appoint three disinterested persons who shall after reasonable notice to the par- 
ties, assess the damages, if any, which such petitoner may have sustained as a:oresaid ; 
and the award of the persons s» appointed, or a major part of them, being returned iato 
and accepted by the court, shall be final and jadgment shall be rendered and execution 
issued thereon for the prevailing party with costs, unless one of the parties claims a trial by 
jury as hereinafter provided. 

Section 6. If either of the parties mestioned in the preceding section is dissa isfied 
with the amount of damages awarded as therein expressed, such party may at the aiing at 
which such award was accepted or the next sitting thereafter, claim in writing a tnal in 
said court, and have a jury to hear and determine at the bar of said court all questions of 
fact relating to such damages, and to assess the amount thereof: and the verdic: of the 
jury being accepted and recorded by the court, shall be final and conctusive, and judgment 
shall be rendered and execution issued thereon, and costs shall be recovered by the parties, 
respectively, iu the same manner as is provided by law in regard to proceedings relating to 
the layi: g out of highways. 

Sxction 7. Noapplication shall be made to the court for the assessment of damages for 
the taking of any water rights, or for any injury hereto, until the water is actually with- 
drawn or diverted by said city under the authority of this act. 

Section 8. In every case of a petition to the superior court for an assessment of dam- 
age, as provided in this act, the city may tender to the complainant or his attorney any 
sum, or may bring the same into court to be paid to the complainant for the Sannass by 
him sustained or claimed in his petition, or may in writing offer to be defaulted, and that 
damages may be awarded against it for the sum therein expressed, and if the complainant 
does not accept such sum with his costs up to that time, but proceeds in his suit, he shall be 
enitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such payment into court or offer of 
enert. and not afterwards, unless the complainant recovers greater damages than were 50 
onered. 

Section 9. For the purpose of defraying the cost of such property, land, easements, 
water and water rights as may be purchased, taken or held for the purposes aforesaid, and 
of constructing the works authorized by this ac., and paying all expenses incident thereto. 
the city of Quincy shal) have the authority to issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be domina‘ 
on the face thereof Quincy Public Water Supply Loan, to an amount not exceeding four 
hundred thousand doliars, bearing interest not exceeding five per cent. per annum, payable 
somtennusliy, the privcipal to be payable at periods of not more than thirty years from 
the issuing of such notes, script or bonds respectively, Said c:ty may sell the same, or any 
part thereof, from time to time, or pledge the same for any money borrowed for the above 

urposes; but the same shal: not b» sold or pledged for less than the par value thereof. 
Bai city shall pay the in erest as it accrues on said loan, and shall establish a sinking fund 
and shall contribute thereto annually a sum sufficient with its accumulations to pay the prin- 
cipal of said loan at maturity; and said sinking fund shall remain sacred and inviolate and 
pledged to the payment of said principal a.d shall be used for no other par. . The pro- 
visions of sections ten and eleven of chaper twenty-nive of the Public Statutes shall so far 
as applicable apply to said sinking fund. 

SecTion 10. The said city of Quincy instead of establishing a sinking fund may at 
the time of authorizing said loan provide for the payment thereof in such annual propor- 
tionate payments as will extinguish the same within the time prescribed in this act; and 
when such vote has been passed by the city council and approved by the mayor of said city, 
the amount required thereby shall without further vot be assessed by the assessors of said 
city ineach year thereafter, until the debt incurred by said loan shall be extinguished, in 
the same manner as Other taxes are assessed under the provisions of section thirty-four 
of chapter eleven of the Public Statutes 

Section 11. A board consisting of three commissioners, who shall be citizens of said 
city, shall be appointed by the mayor, as soon as practicable after this act shall have been 
accepted by the citizens of said city as hereinafter provided; they shall hold their offices 
respectively until the expiration of one, two and three years rom the first Monday of Feb- 
ruary next preceding their appointment and until their respective successors have been 
appointed and qualified, unless they shall sooner resign or be removed for cause as herein- 
after provided; and thereafter in January in each succeeding municipal year one person 
shal! be so appointed a member of said board, who shall hold office for three years from the 
first Monday of the February next ensuing apd antil his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless his duties are sooner terminated as herei.after provided. Appointments 
to fill vacancies which may occur by death, resignation or otherwise shall be made without 
del«y by the mayor, and h» may remove any water commissioner from oftice for the causes 
and in the manner provided in section twenty-seven of chapter three hundred forty-seven 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight. Said commissioners sha!] have 
such office room and clerical assistance and shall receive such compensation as the city 
council] from time to time may determine 


Sxecrion 12. The said commi-sioners shall superintend and direct the construction, 
execution and performance of al) the works, matters and things mentioned in the preceding 
sections. They shall be subject to such ordinances, rules aud regulations in the execution 
of such duties as the city council may from time to ime ordain and establish, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this act and the laws of this Commonwealth: provided, however, 
that whenever a system Of water works under the provisions of this act shall be substan- 
tially completed and put in successful operation, raid commissioners, upon written request 
of the mayor, shall transfer the same to the commissioners of public works of said city, 
and thereupon the powers of said board of water commissioners shall cease and all of its 
powers shall be vested in and all of its duties imposed upon said commissioner of public 
works. Said water commission:rs sball make all contracts for the above p' in the 
name and behalf of the city, but no contract shall be made by them which involves the 
expenditure of money not already appropriated for the purpose by the city council of said 
Quincy. A majority of said commissioners shall be a quorum for the exercise of the pow- 
ers and the performance of the duties of the commissioa. 


Section 13. The occupant of any tenement shall be liable for the pa: t of the rent 
for the use of the water in such tenement, and the owner shall also b: liable, in case of non- 
payment by the occupant, for all sums due for the use of water under this act, to be col- 
lected in au action of contract in the name of the city of Quincy. 


Section 14. Whoever wantonly or maliciously diverts the water, or any part thereof, 
taken or held by said city pursuant to the provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, or 
renders it impure, or destroys or injures any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery, or other works or property held, owned or used by said city under the authority 
and for the purposes of this act, shall forfeit and pay to said city three times the amount of 
the damages assessed therefor to be recovered in an action of tort; and on conviction of 
ei her of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, may also be punished by fine not exceeding 
three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding one year in the house of 
cofrection. 

Sxcrion 15. So much of chapter three hundred and forty-seven of the acts of the year 
eighteen hanudred and eighty-eight and acts in am-ndment thereof as is inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act is hereby repealed. 


Section 16. This act shall be submitted to the qualified voters of the city of Quincy 
for its acceptance, aud shal! be void unless such vo:ers, voting in their respective wards or 
precincts, at a legal meeting called by order of the City Council in the same manner as 
meetings for municipal elections are called, shall within three years from the passage of 
this act determine by ballot by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting to accept the 
same. 

Section 17. So much of this act as authorizes the submission of the question of its 
acceptance to the legal voters of said city shall take effect upon its . but it shall not 
take further effect unless and until accepted, +s herein before provided, by the qualified 
voters of said city, and the number of meetings called for the purpose of its acceptance 
shall not exceed three in any one year —[Approved June 11, 1891.

The special series of evangelistic services 
for men and for boys, under the direction 
of Evangelist John M. Dick, closed Satur- 
day evening. 

At seven o'clock Mr. Dick gave an illus- 
trated pencil talk to the boys. He hada 
large variety of pencils and showed how 
each had its peculiar use. Each pencil 
represented a certain kind of boy. There 
was the white boy, the black boy, the 
Indian boy, the Japanese boy, the clean 
boy, and the dirty boy. 

At eight o’clock Mr. Dick addressed one 
of the largest men’s meetings of the week, 
taking for his subject ‘The triple appeal.” 
He said that God appeals to man in three 
ways: First, through fear; second, through 
reason; third, through love. After a short 
address he called for testimonies from the 
young mes, and several responded. 

This series of meetings have proven very 
helpful to the young men and especially to 
the boys of Quincy. The average attend- 
ance at the six men’s meetings was forty- 
seven and at the four boys’ meetings, 
ninety-three. Three young men expressed 
a determination to lead Christian lives, and 
seventy-two boys, in the after meetings, 
which they attended of their own free will, 
—where it was endeavored to make plain 
to them the true meaning of such a 
promise,—signed the covenant card, while 
a number of others carried home the cards 
for further consideration. 

Mr. Dick was greatly aided in his work 
by Gospel Singer Leach and Mr. Frank C. 
Gilbert, the well-known musician, who 
acted as accompanist. 

The good effects of the meetings were 
apparent in the men’s meetings Sunday 
afternoon which was well attended, and 
where for the first time in their lives two 
young men publicly testified their faith in 
Jesus Christ as their Saviour. 

To follow up the results of these special 
meetings, a Bible class or meeting will be 
held regularly for the boys, and a junior 
department formed. 

A Bible class and a training class will 
also be organized for the young men, the 
former to meet Sunday after the men’s 
meeting, and the latter probably on Mon- 
day evening. 

The Women’s Auxiliary of the Y. M. C. 
A. had a large attendance at their monthly 
meeting Monday, largely owing to the 
announcement of the fact that Evangelist 
Dick would speak on the ** Holy Spirit.”’ 

At the beginning of his address Mr, Dick 
spoke of the results of the recent boys 
meetings. He spoke cf the influence of 
home and of the mother on the boy's life, 
and said that he believed it was possible, 
by the right kind of training, to have every 
boy be a Christian from the time that he 
knows the difference between the truth 
and untruth. He should never be any- 
thing but a Christian. One of the first 
essentials, in order to accomplish this is to 
have the family altar in every home. He 
gave many other helpful suggestions. 

After Mr. Dick’s address Mr. A. Y. 
Newton, of Worcester, addressed the ladies, 
and presented the merits of his mock court 
trial, which has been given all over the 
country so successfully. The ladies voted 
to give this unique entertainment.

Household Receipts. 


SponGcE Drops. Three eggs, one cup of 
sugar, one cup of flour, one teasponful cream 
tartar, one-half teaspoonful of soda, flavor 
to taste, Beat the whites of the eggs sepa- 
rately and stir in last. Have small tins 
lightly buttered, drop a teaspoonful of the 
mixture in each one. Bake in a quick 
oven, 


PavILiIon GINGERBREAD. One egg, 
one cup of molasses, butter the size of an 
egg (melted), oue cup of coffee, milk or 
hot water, two teaspoonfuls of ginger, two 
teaspoonfuls of soda, three and one-half 
cups of flour. 


OLp-FasHIONED INDIAN PUDDING. 
Stir together in your pudding dish one 
small cup of Indian meal, onecup of mo- 
lasses, one or two teaspoonfuls of cinna- 
mon, one teaspoonful of salt; scald two 
quarts of milk and pour slowly into this 
mixture, stirring it well. Add one-half 
pint of cold milk and putin the oven; bake 
four hours in a slow oven. Do not forget 
the cold milk, as it is that which makes the 
delicious whey. 

TUMBLER CAKE. Two eggs, one 
tumbler of brown sugar, one-half tumbler 
of milk, one-half tumbler of molasses, 
one-half tumbler of butter, one teaspoonful 
cream tartar, and one-half teaspoonful of 
soda, one tumbler of stoned raisins, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, clove, little salt, 
two and one-half tumblers of flour. Bake 
in a deep tin about one hour and a half. 


Cuprep PotaTors. Boil, mash, and 
season. Mold by pressing into a wet tea- 
cup. Coat each one with beaten egg, and 
brown in the oven. 


Sar Pork. Boil four or five pounds of 
pork which is partly lean in plenty of 
water for an hour and ahalf. Take it out, 
remove the skin, cut gashes across the top, 
sprinkle with powdered sage, pepper and 
rolled cracker, Place in the oven until 
well browned. 


—The marble gavel used by President 
Washington at the laying of the corner 
stone of the capitol a century ago is claimed 
to be in the possession of the Potomac 
lodge of Masons of Georgetown. The gavel 
is of fine marble, slightly yellowish, and 
about eight inches loug. The relic is now 
stored in the vault of a prominent Wash- 
ington bank, where it cannot be removed 
except on the order of the lodge.

In the days of their prosperity, when 
labor is in demand, and wages good, and 
their yet unbroken, these caterers to the 
flesh live their ideal lives. They eat and 
drink to their satisfaction, and are just as 
wise as many a brute in providing for the 
future.. What they did not consume on 
their immediate living, thy squander ina 
drunken revel immediately after pay day. 
Their appetite for drink overpowers every 
desire to lay up anything for a future day 
when they may be in need and helpless. 
An evil day comes upon them, and they 
have nothing in reserve to meet it. In 
sickness they become objects of public 
charity or are left to suffer for their folly. 
When out of employment their need drives 
them mad, and they become a peril to 
society. Plunder and riot and bloodshed 
are invariably the accompaniments of a 
financial crisis, simply because so many of 
the lower classes of socity are driven by 
the ravages of hunger to deeds of violence. 
But when everybody is crying “‘ hard times” 
the saloons are reaping a rich harvest. 

When shops shut down and men are not 
needed on public works, which support so 
many foreigners, because they are cheap 
laborers, there is no cessation in the 
liquor business; rather the contrary, 
liquor dealers have an increase of patronage. 
Saloons are decorated when laborers are on 
a strike or are out of employment, because 
to them it is a profitable affair. Every 
other business may suffer during a financial 
crisis, but the saloon knows no hard times, 
except when a religious revival sweeps the 
town.—The Methodist Recorder.

Of 
these about half are printed in English. 
The whole number of periodicals published 
in the United States in 1887 was 16,310.

Cleaning Gloves. 


Gloves that are but slightly soiled may 
be easily cleaned by the exercise of a little 
patience and care. The best way to do 
this is to place the glove upon the hand, 
wet a piece of clean flannel with benzine, 
and wipe the stained part very lightly and 
carefully. As soon as the flannel shows 
any discoloration, take a new portion. 
Do not rub the glove at all, or the color 
may be ruined, but wipe it gently from the 
tips of the fingers toward the wrist. The 


miration it excites, is not unlikely to find 
its way soon into all parts of the country. 
The invention, which was patented a short 
time ago by a Scotch firm, is evidently de 
rived from the old roller skate of skating 
rink celebrity, but whereas the ordinary 
roller skate has four wheels, the pneumatic 
skate has only two placed in line at either 
extremity of the skate. The wheels are 
rather larger than those of the roller skate 
and instead of solid rubber are covered with 
pneumatic tires. The patentees claim for 
them that one can skate over ordinary 
turnpike roads with them the same as on 
ice and at even greater speed, while at the 
same time they will easily ascend and de- 
scend hills. Six or seven miles an hour, 
however, is the maximum speed attempted 
in the streets of Birmingham, and that only 
on smooth roads. One obvious advantage 
of the pneumatic skate over the pneumatic 
cycle is that punctured tires may be readily 
replaced, as the skater may carry surplus 
tires, or even reserve wheels ready fitted, in 
his overcoat pocket.—London Ironmonger.

Tax on Inheritances. 

An object lesson iu the working of a tax 
on inheritance is found in the report of the 
New York state controller’s office. The 
state of New York has had such a tax law 
since 1886. In that year, 884,128 was 
realized from this source. The next year 
it was over half a million dollars; and in 
1893, of its operation, 
the law produced a revenue of $3,071,687

for the state treasury. There would seem 
to be no reason why even this enormous re- 
turn should not be maintained in the 
future; although during the past year 
several vast estates have passed through 
the surrogate’s office, causing an excep- 
tional increase in the revenue from this 
tax. The beauty of this method of taxa- 
tion is that it hurts no one; itis sure, easy 
and harmless, The small percentage which 
the estate of a deceased citizen pays to 
the state as a consideration for the pro- 
tection of the laws and the help of the com- 
munity in its accumulation is a burden 
upon nobody. Noone is robbed; no one 
is crippled to meet the demand. It comes 
easily and, asthe New York reports show, 
it forms a valuable resource for public 
revenue,— Milford Gazette. 


Old Mansions. 


Of the three houses built by Mayflower 
pilgrims, the gambrel-roofed, vine-draped, 
colonial homestead of Miles Standish, built 
in Duxbury in 1660, is the most attractive 
and the most artistic.

Fatal Accident at Scituate. 
Mr. George W. Whitcomb, a well known 


He hastily dressed himself 
and went to Taylor’s,house, where he met 
his son at the entrance. The house was 
dark, and after procuring a lamp he went 
up stairs and found Mr. Taylor in bed 
covered with blood. He searched the house 
and found windows in the sitting room, 
parlor and chamber open. 

The door of Mr. Taylor's room was 
smashed in and there were chisel marks on 
the window. Fresh foot prints in the mud 
lead from the house to the depot. In the 
afternoon with officer Furnald he took shoes 
from Gartland and tried them in the foot 
prints aud they fitted almost perfectly. The 
shoes were nearly new aud the tracks 
looked as though made by new shoes. 

John Taylor the victim of the assault 
testified that he was awakened by two loud 
raps on the door which was then burst in. 
There was a light in the hall which shone 
in the man’s face. He grabbed me and I 
caught hold of his coat sleeve and cried, 
do not murder me. ‘The man with an 
oath said, we have got you now, and with 
that I was struck over the head and that 
was the last [remembered. Taylor almost 
positively identified the man as Frank 
Gartland, whose sister had married his son. 
His pants containing about $1.60 was 
taken. 

Alphonse W. Taylor, ason, testified that 
that morning he was awakened by his wife 
and that he heard cries of murder. He 
partially dressed and went over to his 
father’s house and met him at the door. 
His father did not at first recognize him 
and said “Do not murder me.” The house 
was dark and after lighting a lamp he took 
his father up stairs and then came down 
and met Officer Loring. He then went for 
Dr. Bullock. My father has since then 
said if Gartland was acquitted he should 
still believe that he did it. My father 
would pass Gartland in my store and not 
recognize him. 

Officer Furnald told of his arresting 
Gartland and of his being identified by 
Mr. Taylor, who said, “‘ Frank, why did 
you do this,”’ to which Gartland replied 
he did not. Officer Furnald did not think 
Gartland’s shoes fitted the tracks. 

Frank Gartland the defendant testitied 
he was 33 years of age 3nd was born in 
Stoughton and had always lived there. On 
the night in question he was at Smith’s 
grocery at Stoughton until 9.57 when he 
went home and went to bed. The next 
morning on his way to work he was 
arrested. He was not at Braintree that 
night. 

Gartland was corroborated by bis mother, 
sisters and others, proving an alibi. He 
was discharged.

City Council. 


All the members of the City Council 
were present Monday evening, and every 
thing went along smoothly. There were 
three or four little speeches for political 
effect but an early adjournment was made. 

The Mayor forwarded petitions from the 
fire department as follows. 

Of members of Hose 3 of Ward Four for 
an increase of salary to $75. 

Of permenent men of central fire station 
for an increase of $1 per week in salary. 

Of members of J. W. Hall H. & L. Co. 
for an increase from $100 to $150 per year. 
All were referred to Committee on Fire 
Department. 

Transfers were asked of balance for new 
hose to coal account, and balance of ap- 
propriation for Houghs Neck line to fire 
alarm account. Adopted. 

The Mayor also forwarded petition of C. 
W. Garey, M. D., that salary of $75 be in- 
creased. To Committee on Salaries. 

The Mayor also recomended transfer of 
$781.01 from Water street to miscellaneous 
highway expenses. Order introduced and 
read once, 

The Mayor referred back the petition of 
T. W. Fowle for soldier's aid, which had 
been referred to the executive department. 

Councilman Lennon offered an order 
authorizing the Overseer of the Poor to 
furnish the aid asked, and spoke at length 
explaining the situation. 

On motion of Councilman Moxon the 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
State Aid and a recess of five minutes 
granted, 

The committee reported in favor of $8 
per month. Councilman Lennon with- 
drew his motion and the report was 
adopted. 

The Mayor forwarded a communication 
of the Water Board, setting forth that bet- 
ter prices for pipes could be secured if con- 
tracted for now, and work could be begun 
early in the spring. They asked for an ap- 
propriation of $60,000 for extensions. Re- 
ferred to Committee on Water Supply. 

Upon motion it was voted that a special 
committee on poor be appointed to act with 
the Overseer of the Poor in the distrbution 
of the Johnson turkeys. President Bass 
appointed Councilmen Baker, Shackley 
and Smith. 

Councilman Moxon presented the peti- 
tion of members of J. Q. Adams chemical 
for an increase of salary from $50, as fol- 
lows: Captain, $150; steward, $150; mem- 
bers, $100. To Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Two applications for State Aid were 
received. 

A claim was received from L. VY. Titus 
to recover for taxes illegally assessed and 
referred to committee, 

The Committee on Fire Department 
reported granting the petition of members 
of Hose 1 for ap increase from $125 to 
$150 and offered an amendment to the 
ordinance. Read once. 

There was a favorable report on the 
order for a fence on Newbury avenue, and 
the regrading of Arnold street. Passed to 
be ordained. 

The Committee on Finance reported in 
favor of the transfers asked by the Mayor, 
and an order was ordered to a second 
reading. 

The joint committee on street lighting 
reported recommending a renewal of the 
contract with the Quincy Electric Light 
and Power Company for two years on the 
same terms, It was recommended that the 
system on Hancock street between Adams 
street and the Neponset river be changed 
to incandescent lights. Report adopted. 

The Committee on Water Department 
reported an order appropriating $30,000 
for extension of water mains. It was ac- 
companied by a resolution requesting the 
Water Board to give preference to citizens 
desiring employment, and that the work 
be done by day labor. Referred to Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

The Committee on Streets reported ad- 
versely on the petition for the lighting of 
Quincy avenue: Report adopted, but 
afterwards reconsidered and laid on table. 

A similar report was made on the petition 
for the lighting of Main street. Council- 
men Williams and Federhen opposed the 
report and also that on Quincy avenue. 
Councilman Anderson would like to see 
street lighted but thought finances would 
not justify it. Report Jaid on table. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order locating three electric lights on 
Rodman street and one on the corner of 
Water and Liberty streets. 

Councilman Williams and Jvhnson 
thought it was no more than right that 
Ward Two should have lights as well as 
other places, but order passed to a second 
reading. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
remonstrance of John Kilmartin against 
the extension of Hall place and the report 
was accepted. 

The Committee on Streets reported in 
favor of granting a public hearing, Dec. 
13, on the petition of the Quincy & Boston 
street railway for an extension of tracks on 
Franklin street and Independence avenue 
to the Braintree line. Order adopted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for a sidewalk on Beale street, under 
the betterment act. Referred. 

Councilman Williams asked why the 
petition for sidewalk on New road had not 
been reported. 

Councilman Anderson replied that it had 
been acted upon and would be reported at 
the next meeting. 

Mayor Fairbanks presented plans as re- 
quested for new hose house. Referred to 
joint committee on Public Buildings and 
Fire Department. 

Councilman Rooney offered an order 
amending the Police Ordinance so that the 
salary of permanent police should read 
$16 for the first year; $17 for the second 
year and $18 for the third year. Referred. 

Councilman Sherman offered an order 
that the Committee on Elections meet at 
City Hall on the evening of Dec. 5. 
Adopted. 

Upon motion of Councilman Sherman 
the Council adjourned at 9.12 until the 
next regular meeting, Dec. 4. 


Another Quarry Accident. 


John Nelson employed by McDonnell & 
Sons as a quarryman was blown up last 
week and severely burned about the 
head. His eyes are so badly burned that 
he will lose his eyesight. He was taken to 
the City Hospital. 


—The Schenectady, N. Y, postoffice once 
received a letter bearing this address: ‘* Mr.

Registration Closed. 


Registration for the municipal election 
of Dec. 5 closed at 19 Pp. m. Saturday with 
a total of 3674 voters on the lists. This is 
the largest number ever reached, being 102 
more than at the recent State election and 
196 more than at the municipal election of 
1892.

The net gains by wards over the recent 
State election were: Ward One, 18; Ward 
Two, 8; Ward Three, 33; Ward Four, 19; 
Ward Five, 5; Ward Six, 19. 

Compared with the number at the city 
election of 1892 all the Wards show good 
gains as follows: Ward One, 27; Ward 
Two, 21; Ward Three, 55; Ward Four, 22: 
Ward Five, 37; and Ward Six, 55. 

The Atlantic ward is undoubtedly proud 
of the fact that it now has an even 400 
voters, No ward has madea larger gain 
the past year, although the South Quincy 
ward is a tie. 

Ward Four now holds the lead by only 31 
names, Ward Three gained 14 on her 
since the State election, and 33 the past 
year. Ward One is 68 behind the leading 
ward, but has nearly reached the 700 mark. 

There are 21 female voters in the city, all 
in the Wollaston ward. Last year there 
were 27 divided as follows: Ward One, 
5; Ward Three,1; Ward Five, 18; and 
Ward Six, 3. Twelve of the 18 in Ward 
Five were on the list last year.

Ruined by Drink, 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 30, 1893. Gov. 
Caleb West of Utah, tells some interesting 
facts about the poverty of the Navajo In- 
dians of that territory in his annual report. 
He thinks that the principal cause of their 
distress is the whiskey traffic. Their love 
of drink is so great, that they will sell the 
last head of stock to gratify it. Small 
traders abound on all sides of the reserva- 
tion, whose ostensible business is the ex- 
change of goods for the wood and pelts of 
the Indians, but whose rea! business is the 
illicit sale of whiskey. These violators of 
law cannot be brought to justice except by 
the expenditure of large sums of money. 

Gov. West says that, so faras he has been 
able to learn, there has not been a conflict 
for a number of years, which was not 
caused by the sale of whiskey to the In- 
dians, The fees to the marshals will not 
warrant them in incurring the expense of 
securing testimony necessary to convict. 
As a general thing, the Indians will not 
“peach on a man who sells them drink, 
and it is very hard to convict a man on the 
testimony of an Indian, because the word 
of a redskin does not carry great weight 
with a jury. The trafficer’s make big 
profits and are therefore willing to take 
big risks. Then they terrorize those who 
might inform on them. If a resident at- 
tempted their arrest and conviction, he 
could not live peaceably thereafter. The 
Indians would be induced to run off his 
stock, his property would be destroyed, 
and if these failed to accomplish his remov- 
al, his life might be taken. 

Gov. West thinks that the government 
should appoint two or three deputy mar- 
shalls or detectives who should remain near 
the border, engage in some occupation and 
mingle with the law-breakers until they 
had secured enough testimony to convict 
theirmen. A few convictions of the lead- 
ers would put an end to the nefarious 
traffic. 


How Many Beet Make a Pound? 


This question is answered in a recent 
number of the American Agriculturist. 
Careful weighing shows that an ordinary 
bee, not loaded weighs the one five-thou- 
sandth part of a pound, so that it takes 
five thousand bees not loaded to make a 
pound. But the loaded bee when he comes 
in fresh from the fields and flowers loaded 
with honey or bee bread, weighs nearly 
three times more, that is to say he carries 
nearly twice his own weight. Of loaded 
bees there are only about 1,800 in the 
pound. 

An ordinary hive of bees contains from 
four to five pounds of bees, or between 
twenty thousand and twenty-five thousand 
individuals; but some swarms have double 
this weight and number of bees.

They shall be subject to such ordinances, rules and regulations in the execution 
of such duties as the city council may from time to time ordain and establish, not inconsist- 
; ent with the provisions of this act and the laws of this Commonwealth: provided, however,

Books and Reading. 


It is doubtful whether a more instructive 
and interesting talk was ever given in the 
city than that to a small audience of young 
men Thursday evening in the Y. M. C, A. 
parlor, by Rev. M. C, Ayers, editor of the 
Boston Daily Advertiser. The only thing 
to be regretted is, that there were not ten 
times as many present. 

Mr. Ayers said that it was estimated that 
a new book was born every hour. It is 
possible for a young man, without a college 
education, to have a liberal education if he 
would only read the right kind of books. 
He called to mind the experiences of such 
men as Lincoln, Franklin, Horace Greeley, 
Peter Couper, Tyndal, Whittier and Burns. 

He said that there were seven things we 
must do if we would have a liberal educa- 
We must read. First, history; 
second, natural third, travels; 
fourth, politics; fifth, general literature; 
sixth, current events; and seventh, three 
special books—The Bible, Shakespeare, 
and Macaulay's works. 

He called attention to the fact that 
Australia was today making the most 
rapid intellectual progress of any country. 
The people seemed to have a vigor of 
thought which was not characteristic of 
any other nation, Witness the Australian 
system of balloting and their excellent 
system of land transfer. A large per cent. 
cf the people are shepherds, but in nearly 
every shepherd's cabin will be found the 
Bible anda copy of Shakespeare and of 
Macauley’s writings. 

He spoke of the recent statement which 
Dana on “ Journalism” before the Cornell 
students, put the Bible down as the first 
book which every newspaper writer ought 
to become thoroughly familiar with, simply 
because of its style and pure English. 

In Shakespeare’s writings finds 
something which touches the whole world 
of thought, while in Macauley’s writings 
one gets in the very best English language, 
essays on all subjects, which can be found. 

In closing Mr. Ayers said that there was 
no material wealth which could be com- 
pared with the wealth of the human mind 
which is well filled with useful kaowledge.

Free Delivery. 


The following letter to the LEDGER was 
answered in Friday's issue: 


Having become a resident of Quincy, I 
write to ask if you will kindly explain to 
others as well as myself, the reason that 
four wards are favored with free delivery, 
and the other two left to get their mail the 
best way they can. It seems to us that 
wheu free delivery is established in a city 
all should have the benefit of it. 

Another imposition to which we are 
subjected is in being obliged to pay two 
cents postage on letters for delivery in our 
city, and the delay caused by their being 
first sent to Boston, while in the four 
wards having free delivery, the letters are 
not sent to Boston, and the postage is only 
ope cent. As I have enjoyed the luxury of 
letter carriers and street boxes, am con- 
scious of the comfort they would be to the 
puDlic, and more particularly to those liv- 
ing a mile from the office, and would go 
far toward inducing parties to locate at 
Wollaston Park and Norfolk Downs. If 
we are derived of the benefits through 
the efforts of local would-be bosses, how 
much longer must we submit ?

The extension of the free delivery is 
wholly in the bands of the postal depart- 
ment at Washington, and there are at least 
two reasons why more territory is not cov- 
ered in Quincy. One, because the appro- 
priation for the department would not ad- 
mit, and the other because of opposition 
at Wollaston and indifference at At- 
lantic, There are other sections of the 
city much wore thickly settled than Wol- 
laston Park and Norfolk Downs which are 
without free delivery, namely: most of 
Quincy Point and much of West Quincy.

The Election. 


From a Republican plarality of 116 at the 
recent State election the city changed over 
and ¢l-cted the Democratic candidate for 
Mayor by a majority of 361. 

For seven years previous to this, Quincy 
has gone Democratic at the State election 
by pluralities ranging from 24 to 236. At 
the same time at all of the city elections, 
five in number, Quincy has gone Republi- 
can by majorities ranging from 24 to 275. 
This year the city went Republican at the 
State election and that the rule, “things 
go by contraries,” may continue, of course 
it had to go Democratic at the municipal 
election. 

The Republican pluralities have been on 
the toboggan ever since the first city elec- 
tion, —275, 193, 65, 61 and 24—and as they 
neared the bottom of the hill Tuesday, 
gathered great speed and went through the 
ice into “the cavity.” Hon. William A. 
Hodges, the Democratic candidate, is 
elected by the largest majority ever given to 
a mayoralty candidate, and his total vote is 
also over 200 larger. 

Mr. Hodges increased his majorities over 
last year in every ward, wiping out a 
Republican majority of 54 in Ward One 
and also reducing the Republican majority 
in Wollaston from 248 to 137. Ward Five 
was the only ward which went Republican 
The majorities at the election this year and 
last year were:

The City Council will be Republican as 
in the past, that party having gained one. 
Although the city went Democratic for May- 
or by 361, the Republicans elected 3 of the 
5 Councilmen at large, against 4 last year. 
The loss of one at large they more than 
made up in the wards, gaining one each in 
Wards One and Three. The next Council 
will therefore stand—13 Republicans and 
10 Democrats, and it will not be unecessary 
for aman to vote for himself to secure 
success of majority party. 

The defeated Councilmen, who were 
candidates for reelection were, Messrs. 
Owen, Williams, Grindell and Smith. 

In the next Council will be 13 of the 
present Councilmen, 7 Republicans and 6 
Democrats. Also a Republican ex-Coun- 
cilman, 5 new Republicans and 4 new 
Democrats, 

The Republican candidate for School 
Committee-at-large, Dr. George B. Rice of 
Wollaston was elected by a majority of 
nearly 300. Two members from wards were 
elected, the successful candidate in Ward 
Four isa Democrat, and in Ward Six a 
Republican. 

The Water Act of 1891 is accepted by a 
decisive vote, much more than the 
necessary two-thirds. 

The city has voted no license by about 
the usual majority—it being 826 this year 
and 904 last year. The “‘ Yes’’ vote, how- 
ever, wade a larger gain and the usual 
ratio of 2 to 1 does not prevail. To keep 
ubis up there should bave been about 2100 
“ No.” 

The revised vote in full appears on the 
third page.

The result of the election is a surprise 
to everyone, Democrats as well as Republi- 
cans. Neither side was over confident the 
day before the battle and the Democrats 
are said to have been trembling. Itisa 
season of tidal waves and it is the party in 
power tbat has to suffer. Thus it was in the 
Natioral election the State election and 
now the Manicipal, Mayor-elect Hodges 
when interviewed as to the causes, ascribed 
but one reason, a desire for a change, and 
this will be generally accepted. Taxpayers 
are dissatisfied because of the high valua- 
tions placed upon their estates, Norfolk 
Downs people want more improvements, 
Squantum people want to be annexed to 
Boston, street railway people want more 
privileges, and less restrictions, etc., etc. 

Just how the taxes are to be reduced 
without stopping public improvements is 
not apparent, but Mr. Hodges experi- 
ence in the Assessors’ department will be 
valuable. We believe it to be a fact that 
few estates are taxed for ninety per cent. of 
their value, while many of the larger ones 
escape for less than they should, It is un- 
doubtedly a fact that the city is living too 
fast. Not but the money appropriated is 
economically and honestly used, but too 
much has been appropriated and salaries 
are jumping up too rapidly. Still there is 
clamoring all around for improvements, 
particularly sidewalks, lights, etc., which 
cannot go unheeded. 

The Parnrior has maintained for some 
time that the city debt is being paid too 
rapidly. This year the amount was over 
$62,000 requiring nearly $4 of the tax rate 
of $15.80. Not over $40,000 of debt should 
be paid in a year, or about one-tenth of the 
total debt. The total debt on Jan. 1, last, 
was $323,542.36. The law limiting the tax 
rate and amount that can be raised by 
taxation is defeated if we spend money 
one year and assess the taxpayers the next. 
There was on Jan. 1, of this year a debi of 
$42,680.00, falling due in 1894, and the 
amount has been increased by new appro- 
priations. If the tax rate can be reduced 
on these lines the valuation will not be 
oppressive. 

We believe Mayor Hodges will agreeably 
disappoiat those who have feared that he 
would appoint unworthy department 
officials, and that he will gather about him 
administrative officers and boards which 
will give us a good administration of public 
affairs. The Parrior will support good 
administration and work in the future as 
the past for the best interest of the city. 

But few will attribute Mr. Thompson’s de- 
feat to personal reasons. He was probably 
among the strongest candidates the Re- 
publicans could have nominated. It is 
doubtful if any Republican would have been 
successful. A radical change was wanted 
and voters thought the election of Mr. 
Hodges would best secure it.

Many went home yet there were others 
who were bound to see the thing out and 
they remained and talked over the situa- 
tion until 11.30 when William Shea drove 
to City Hall with a slip containing the 
returns, 

Then it was thata shout went up and 
the wails of City Hall resounded with 
Democratic cheers loud and long. 

The crowd were satisfied and out they 
went, up Hancock street through the 
drifts of snow to Mr. Hodges’ residence 
where the cheers were repeated. 

It was some fifteen minutes later before 
the official returns came in and the City 
Clerk and Council Committee on Elections 
were on their way home, 

The Ward Five Vote. 

At exactly 7.40 Tuesday evening Warden 
White declared Ward Five's vote. 

Last year the number of votes cast for 
Mayor in this ward was 400 and this year 
401, but the result was surprising. The 
vote for 1892 aud 1893 was as follows:

Whether this remarkable falling off in 
the Republican vote was owing to Wood, 
Harmon & Co., the snow storm or desire 
for a change is hard to tell.

Councilman Baker's 
vote was 30 less than last year’s, and 
Councilman Robbins’ showed an increase 
of 6.

Dr. Benecke of Marburg bas made 
known his observations of the growth of 
the buman heart, the fact appearing that 
the increase is greatest and most rapid 
during the first and second years of life, 
its bulk at the end of tbe second year 
being exactly double what it originally 
was. Between the second and seventh 
years it is again doubled in size. A slower 
rate of growth that sets in, and continues 
during the pericd of maturity of cther 
portions of the body. After the fifteenth 
year up to the fiftieth the annual growth 
of the heart is about .061 of a cubic inch, 
the increase ceasing about the fiftieth year. 

The heart, although so small, is a 
wonderful piece of mechanism and of grcat 
power. With each stroke or beat it projects 
something like two aud one-half ounces 
of blood into the conduits or channels of 
the body, throwing it for a distance of 
nine feet. This is done 69 or 70 times a 
minute. The number of its pulsations 
varies in the sexes and according to posture, 
In the male it beats 81 times a minute 
when standing, 71 when sitting and 66 
when lying. In the female it is 91, 84 and 
and 80 in the similar positions respectively.

Water has the power of increasing 
these tissue changes, which multiply the 
waste products, but at the same time 
they are renewed by its agency, giving 
rise to increased appetite, which in turn 
provides fresh nutriment.

People accustomed to rise in the morn- 
ing weak and languid will find the cause 
in the imperfect secretion of wastes, 
which many times may be remedied by 
drinking a fall tumbler of water before 
retiring. This very materially assists in 
the process during the night and leaves 
the tissues fresh and strong, ready for 
the active work of the day. 

Hot water is one of our best remedial 
agents, 

A hot bath on going to bed, even in the 
hot nights of summer, is a better reliever 
of isomnia than many drugs. 

Inflamed parts will subside under the 
continual poulticing of hot water. 

Very hot water, as we all know, is a 
prompt checker of bleeding, and besides, 
if it is clean, as it should be, it aids in 
sterilizing wounds.—Hall’s Journal of 
Health. 


Grip Epidemic, 

The following dispatch from New York 
to the Boston Herald, gives the opinion 
of an eminent physician op this dreaded 
epidemic, 

“An epidemic of the grip is expected 
within a short time. Already cases have 
been observed by physicians in various 
parts of the city. The health board 
members have been on the alert to notice 
the grip’s first appearance, because cases 
have been reported from Chicago, Balti- 
more, Pittsburg and other cities, where in 
recent years it has been known to prevail 
just previous to reaching New York. 

Dr. Edson said recently: “I think we 
shall have an epidemic soon, and there are 
indications that it will bealong siege. 1 
have seen three or four cases, and have 
heard of more through other physicians, 
The grip is here now in a decided form, 
avd, while do not want to create a scare, 
I would warn people to beware of it and 
use all the precautions possible to check its 
advance. 

“The cases that have come under the 
notice of the health board do not differ in 
nature from those of previous years. New 
York physicians have classified the grip. 
One form attacks the mucous membrane, 
causing catarrhal trouble,” bronchitis and 
kindred diseases, and the other has a 
direct effect on the lungs. In many patients 
the two are combined.”’ 

The percentage of deaths in all cases is 
large, and this is the reason Dr. Edson is 


wrapped so that an examination is possible 
by the postal authorities, and it is well to 
facilitate this by wrapping with this end in 
view, although this does not mean that 
they must be left open. Forthis reason, 
unless a package is sent by registered mail 
at letter rates it must not be sealed. Use 
only a good quality of wrapping paper, as 
the cheaper varieties are apt to tear when 
the package is opened for examination. 
Tie the twine so that the knots may be 
opened readily, and leave sufficient length 
for refastening. Liquids are allowed to be 
sent only when the cases in which they 
are packed have been submitted for 
examination and approved to the post- 
office authorities. Explosive and in- 
flammable materials are in the nature of 
things forbidden as the transportation in 
the mails of dead or live animals, fruits or 
vegetables. Candies and cakes should be 
secured in tin boxes, Pocket-knives are 
permitted when they are securely bound 
with wire to prevent any possibility of the 
blades opening. China and glass are 
transported when securely packed. Jewelry 
or other articles of value should be packed 
in cotton in a box, and registered, for 
greater safety. 

In addressing write in ink clearly, 

For Mrs, John Brown,

or whatever the address is, spelling both 
the city and state—using no abbrevia- 
tions in a large handwriting upon the 
center of the upper side or lid of the 
package. In either the upper or lower

Have the package weighed by some re- 
sponsible person, place the exact amount 
of postage needed upon the parcel and in 
nine hundred and ninety-nine cases out of 
a possibe thousand your package will reach 
its destination safely and promptly. In 
addressing do not use an address tag, as it 
is apt to get torn or lost. 

Mail Bags Through a Tube, 

Postmaster Coveney is becoming en- 
thusiastic over the scheme for sending the 
mails in Boston to and from the stations 
and to the sub-stations of the post-office 
through pneumatic tubes. He not only 
believes that the thing can be done, but he 
is evidently of the opinion that the system 
can be made to be almost self sustaining 
by using the tubes for sending telegraph 
messages to various parts of the city. The 
tube running from the post-office to the 
stations would have to be very large ones 
so that a whole mail-bag might be sent 
through them, but those to the sub-stations 
could be smaller, 

In Philadelphia, a company is preparing 
to put in a system of this kind running 
nearly all over the city, and it will be used 
not only for carrying mail, but for deliver-

Rubies and sapphires are 
beivg mined in considerable quantity in 
several places in Montana, and the stones 
are very beautiful, although no true red 
ruby or true blue sapphire has as yee 
been found there. Fine fire opals have 
been discovered near Colfax in the state of 
Washington. Mine buildings have been 
erected and a settlement called Gem City 
founded, which, it is hoped will prove the 
centre of paying industry. A surprising 
fact to the genera! public will be the pearl 
fishing of Wisconsin, which for the past 
few years has been extensively carried on 
along the Pectonica and Apple rivers and 
their tributary creeks. Pearls weighing 
over fifty grains each and varying in value 
from $500 to more than $1,000 have been 
taken.—Mineral Industry. 


A City of Roof Gardens.

Ayres have but one story, whose flat roof 
serves all the purposes of Yankee lawns 
and dooryards. While the patios are fre- 
quently utilized as dining and sitting-rooms, 
it is the universal custom to promenade in 
the cool of the day on the house-tops, to 
sit there at morning and evening enjoying 
the refreshing breezes, extensive views and 
varied panorama in the street below.

Woodward School Fund. 


The trustees of Dartmouth college are 
making it hot for the city of Quincy, and 
are working hard to secure the Woodward 
fund, which the city has carefully guarded 
for 25 years. The will was taken to the 
supreme court some months ago by the 
city and argumeats were made Monday. A 
decision is not expected for several weeks 
yet. 

The Globe reports the case as follows: 

“The city of Quincy and Dartmouth 
college are quarreling over a $300,000 fund. 

The contest arises out of the construc- 
tion of certain clauses in the wills of Dr. 
Ebenezer Woodward and his wife, who 
created the fund for the establishment of a 
girls’ seminary in Quincy. 

The case came up in the supreme court 
Monday before the full bench, Judges Al- 
len, Holmes, Morton, Lathrop and Barker. 

Dr. Woodward died in 1869, providing by 
his will for the establishment of an insti- 
tute for the education of girls between the 
ages of 10 and 20 years who are Quincy 
born. By the will this school was to be 
founded “‘ whenever the income shall be 
sufficient, in the opinion of the managers 
of said fund, or at least within 25 years 
after the decease of the testator.’’ 

He also provided that in case the town of 
Quincy did not accept the property upon 
the terms specified in his will, then the 
property should go to Dartmouth college. 

His wife died a year afterward and by her 
will she directed the payment of certain 
money to Quincy upon the same terms, 
and upon the same trusts and for the same 
purpose as were set ont in her husband’s 
will. 

In another clavse he provided that the 
rents, profits aud income from the fund 
turned over should be kept as a perpetual 
fund, guaranteed by the town of Quincy, 
with 6 per cent. interest forever. 

The property and bequeaths have been 
held and managed by the city of Quincy 
since their deaths, and in 1886 the last of 
a number of life estates established by the 
will of Mrs. Weodward terminated and left 
Dartmouth college and the city of Quincy 
the only parties pecuniarily interested in 
the will 

C. F. Jenney and J. W. McAnarney ap- 
peared for the city of Quincy, and Hon. G. 
F, Williams and G. W. Anderson for Dart- 
mouth college. 

Dartmouth college claims that the city 
of Quincy has not complied with the con- 
ditions in the will of Dr. Woodward, and 
has forfeited its right tothe fund. It is 
contended that Quincy has failed to per- 
form its condition precedent to guarantee 
six per cent, interest on the bequests till 
the income upon the fund should be suffi- 
cient, in the opinion of the managers, to 
build the school.

Weymouth Extensions. 


“‘Large bodies move slow” is having a 
good illustration in a system of electric 
street cars which shall meet the wants of 
Weymouth. 

The Quincy and Boston Company hold 
three separate franchises. The first from 
the Quincy bridge to North street in North 
Weymoutb, is completed and has been a 
boon to the people of North Weymouth the 
past summer; the second franchise joins 
the first at North Weymouth and goes toa 
point at the foot of King Oak hill near the 
residence of H. A. Nash, Esq., and becomes 
void unless the road is completed by June 
next, 

The third franchise joins the second at 
the foot of the hill and goes to Commercial 
square, East Weymouth, via Commercial, 
Middle and Broad streets, and is void un- 
less completed by the thirtieth of January 
next. 

Nothing has been done on the last two 
rights, and of course nothing can be done 
on them between now and the last of Janu- 
ary, 1804. 

Mr. Weeks, representing the company, 
appeared before the selectmen on Monday 
and asked for an extension of the latter 
franchise to correspond with the second;

Woodward Institute. 


The Woodward Institute for girls is 
completed and was thrown open for public 
inspection for the first time Thursday. 

The building, which is an imposing 
structure is built of wood from plans 
made by E. G. Thayer, and is situated on 
the corner of Hancock and Greenleaf 
streets, with a frontage of 81 feet 6 inches 
on Greenleaf strect, and a depth of 77 feet 
on Hancock street, the entrance being from 
grade on Greenleaf street. The founda- 
tion is of Quincy granite and the basement 
is concreted. Inthe basement the heating, 
ventilating and sanitary applicances are 
located, there also being space for play 
rooms. 

The ground and second floors, which 
are almost identical, are finished 12 feet in 
the clear with three class rooms 25 by 28 on 
each floor and two additional rooms 13 by 13 
on the ground floor. The latter being for 
the use of the teachers. 

Oo each floor there are also clothes 
closets for use of the pupils. A long 
corridor extends the entire length of the 
building from which two doors lead into 
each class room, two landings also Jead 
from the corridor to the floor above. 

The floors of the rooms are of hard pine, 
the inside finish is of first quality 
klin dried elm, sheathed up four feet 


from the floor. Blackboards of slate 
surround each class room; four large 


windows light each room. 

The attic is left unfinished, bu: is lighted 
by dormers, which locate the trusses for 
the roof support. 

The building is piped for gas and each 
room is connected by e'ectric bells and 
speaking tubes with the master's room. 

It is understood that the building cost in 
the neighborhood of $16,000.

Stephen O. Moxon who commenced work 
on the foundstion during the latter part of 


August, and has done an excellent job in 


an increditably short time. 


The land about the building has been 
filled with gravel up to a level with the 
street, but not much attempt has been made 
at gradening on account of the advanced 
season. Work will however piobably be 
commenced in the early spring so that when 
summer opens there will be green grass 
growing, and gravel walks leading to the 
entrance.

—The selectmen of Plymouth have fixed 
sewer entrance fees as follows: For a 
house valued at $1,500 or less, two dollars 
per hundred; on valuation from $1,500 to 
$3,000 one dollar per hundred. 


—Stoughton isto form an ante-burglar 
association, The members are to con- 
tribute $10 each to be used as afund to be 
expended in the work of apprehending 
burglars who should break and enter any 
of the houses or stores of the members. 
The idea embodied the publication of a list 
of names of the members of the Association 
with the information that any burglarious 
attempts on the houses of such members 
would be vigorously followed up and every 
effort made to capture the depredators. 

—Several of the postmasters in Piymoutb 
county have received a circular from New 
York, offering them a large number of 
of postage stamps at a greatly reduced 
rate, The letter which accompanies the 
circular gives them explicit particulars of 
the modus operandi necessary to secure 
these rare bargains. The distribution of 
these circulars has been very general among 
smaller offices in this State, and the 
the officials of the departwment have had 
their attention directed to the opera‘ions 
of the gang for some time. I! is one of the 
greeu goods operators. 


—The latest ** Nickel-in-the-slov’ device 
is a race track of oval shape somewhat 
smaller than a billiard table. There are 
six little horses surmounted by jockeys 
wearing the colors of six well-known 
stables, and when a nickle is dropped in 
the slot they spring forward as if sud- 
denly endowed with life. No two races 
are alike and no horse ever runs twice in 
the same way and at exactly the same 
speed. 


—The Brockton sewerage system, now 
in process of construction, is receiving the 
interested attention of the boards of health 
of other places which are in situations 
similar to that of the city. The system in 
spected is of the downward filtration plan, 
aud is adapted to the limited area of 22 
filter beds of about one acre each. An 
engineer of a city in Italy recently sent to 
Engineer Snow for a copy of the sewerage 
report which he prepared for the city. 


—California vineyardists and wholesale 
grocers protest vigorously against the 
reduction of one cent per pound in duties 
on raisins and prunes as proposed in the 
new tariff bill. The fruit growers assert 
that the reduction contemplated means the 
absolute destruction of the raisin and 
prune iodustries of California. Consider- 
ing the low prices at which these fruits, of 
home production have been put on the 
market this season, placing them within 
reach of the humblest families, in the most 
remote hamlet of the country, the object 
or policy of encouraging foreign competi- 
tion in this industry seems to have been 
inspired, like many other changes, by 
pure cussedness.— Mansfield News. 


—The letter e is the only letter in the 
English language which is used oftener 
than 100 times out of every thousand let- 
ters employed. Thee stands first also as 
regards frequency of use in the French, 
German, Italian and Spanish languages. 
The following are the 10 English ones 
most frequently used, namely: Out of 
every 1,000 letters used, e 137, t 88, 0 76, 
s 75, i 71, r 70, n 66, h 65, a G4, 1 40. 


—The shipment of bananas for the past 
year was estimated at 325,000 tons and 
valued at $5,044,000. The industry has 
steadily grown since the first shipment 
in 1865, until it bas become one of our 
standard fruits. Its great merit lies in 
the fact that itcan be picked in a green 
State, and after reaching this country can 
be artificially ripened as required. 


—To determine the exact age of eggs 
dissolve about four ounces of common 
salt in a quart of pure water and then 
immerse the egg. Ifit be only a day or 
so old, it will sink to the bottom, but if it 
be three days old it will float in the liquid. 
Tf more than five it comes to the surface 
and rises above in proportion to its in- 
creased age. 


—The Canadian government charges 
Awerican manufactures of agricultural im- 
plements a duty when they are sent to 
Canada. The Wilson tariff bill proposes to 
take the Canadian agricultural tools into 
the United States free. No wonder the 
Canadians smile and think us fools. That 
sort of discrimination is ceitainly kind but 
not business.—Franklin Sentinel. 

—An Irishman was once asked by a 
friend to go to a concert with him. Pat 
consented to go. They had not proceeded 
far on the way before Tat asked how 
much the seats were. His friend said 
that the front seats were a shilling each; 
and the back seats were sixpence each; the 
programmes a penny each. ‘‘All right,” 
said Pat, “I willsit in the programmes.”

—The Massachusetts Ploughman says:

—I have seen nothing that would please 
the children better for a birthday or 
Christmas cake decoration than ten or a 
dezen raisin turtles crawling over the 
white frosting. Make the turtles from 
plump raisins with two cloves on each 
side forlegs and one for the head, then 
use the stem part of a clove for the tail, 
Do not have too many Or arrange them in 
a set form; let it appear that they just 
crawled up there. 


—The New Hampshire experiment farm 
reports that milk from the best cows costs 
one and one-half cents a quart and from 
the poorest cows four and one-half cents 
a quart, as it costs the same to feed the 
small as the large producers, Some of our 
milkmen complain that there is no profit in 
the business and, perhaps, the explanation 
can be suggested by the result of the above 
experiment. 


—The young society belles have a new fad. 
To hear about it will enlighten not a few 
of all young men who have been mystified 
since the fall began, over the despoiling of 
their new hats. The fad is to take the 
little bow that fastens the lining of a 
man’s hat and wear it thereafter hidden in 
their shoe. By some subtle influence the 
superstition is, that without fail they will 
have an offer of marriage from the young 
man in question within the month. It 
must betaken without the young man’s 
knowledge or the charm will not work, 
and young ladies are resorting to all sorts 
of subterfuges to otain the bow.—Louisville 
Courier Journal. 


—It is a pretty suggestive fact that in 
Boston at the present time there are up- 
wards of 38,000 people out of employ- 
ment. This hasbeen found by a canvass 
conducted with care by parties desirous of 
knowledge in the premises, in order to 
formulate methods of relief. They went 
tothe most reliable sources to seek this 
information, and out of 26,645 craftsmen 
in about forty different employments, 
found 9,840, or 37 per cent. out of work. 
When will men who werk for a living

Two cups of 
dried apples, two cups of molasses, one cup 
of butter, two eggs, one teaspoonful each 
of cloves, cinnamon and nutmeg, three and 
a half cups of flour, one teaspoonful of 
soda.

Daughters of the Revolution. 

The movement to organiza the Society of 
the ‘‘Sons of the Revolution"’ began with 
the Society of ‘* The Cincinnati” and has 
since grown steadily in strength and pur- 
pose. 

Among the * Daughters,’’ the idea origi- 
nated with a lady while she was spending 
some time in a hamlet in Virginia, between 
three and four years ago. An extensive 
correspondence ensued, and eventually the 
thoughts therein expressed took positive 
form in New York, and the * Society of the 
Daughters of the Revolution"’ was incor- 
porated and organized in September, 1891, 
its primary object, briefly stated, being ‘* to 
perpetuate the memory and spirit of the 
men and women who achieved our glorious 
American Independence.’’ Already its 
branches reach out, not only over the 
United States, but also into foreign climes, 
where are gathered Americans with hearts 
filled with love of ‘‘ Liberty, Home and 
Country,”’ the fruits of the tree planted by 
their ancestors in the Revolution. 

Massachusetts is rich in Revolutionary 
History, and the deceadants of patriots are 
beginning to realize the great importance 
of keeping alive, in these times, the spirit 
of Americanism. 

Not only should the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts be the ‘* Banner State” in 
this Society, but to posterity it owes a debt. 
The Massachusetts Revolutionary Rolls and 
Records are largely documentary and prin- 
cipally kept among the archives at the 
State House. Should a fire destroy this 
building, all that records the glorious deeds 
and heroism of our children’s ancestors, 
who died to give them a free land, may 
vanish in flame and smoke, as did the old 
records at Richmond, during the Civil War. 
Because of this, it is difticult—frequently 
impossible—for the descendants of South- 
ern Revolutionary Patriots to prove the 
participation of their ancestors in the 
struggle for American Independence. 

To guard against so terrible a diaster, 
and to preserve proof of these claims be- 
comes an imperative duty which, women 
who are eligible for membership can per- 
form by joining the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution, for the only door of entrance to this 
society, is that of lineal descent from such 
a Patriot.

Inspection of Food and Drink. 


France is far in advance of this country 
as regards the government inspection of 
food and drink. The municipal laboratory 
of Paris is a chemical police service. It 
searches for poisons, microbes and adulter- 
ations just as the civic police searches for 
assassins, thieves and embezzlers. It gives 
the Parisian public full information on the 
composition of the foods and beverages 
that are offered for sale to warn it against 
apy manufactured article of that character 
which may be dangerous to health. All 
food preparations are regulated by the 
municipality and closely watched by the 
inspectors. The daily duty of the inspector 
takes him into even the public kitchen. 
The Jaw forbids the use of lead, zinc and 
galvanized iron in the manufacture of 
cooking vessels. It directs that pottery 
which is covered with a g'aze containing 
enough Oxide of lead to yield to a feeble 
acid be condemned and seized. It regulates 
the manufacture of tin cans, and in fact 
all other utensils made to hold food. The 
police also instruct the people in simple 
methods for detecting frauds in food 
products, Allof which might profitably, 
for consumers at least, be emulated by the 
government of our own country.—Mans 
Jjield News. 


—Germany has passed a new law which 
should assist in preventing accidental 
poisoning, and ove which might be imi- 
tated hereabouts. All drugs intended for 
internal use must henceforth be put in 
round bottles, and those which are used 
externally must be put in hexagonal bottless

Webb, the Washington correspondent of 
the Journal says in a dispatch of Dec. 19: 
The representatives of a great many in- 
dustries are here in very great distress as 
to the effect which the Wilson bill, if 
enacted, would have upon their business. 
They say in general terms that it would be 
very difficult for them to continue in busi- 
ness should the proposed new rates go into 
effect. Mr. John Quincy Adams Field of 


England Association of Granite Manufac- 
turers, is one of them. He presents facts 
and figures. The following isa statement 
which he has prepared of the effect upon 
the granite industry of the country on the 
enacting of the Wilson bill. A piece of 
granite abroad containing say 20 cubic feet 
would be worth 80 cents per cubic foot, 
equal to $16. If work is put upon it to the 
amount of $21 the total value of the 
finished stone abroad would be $37. Add 
cost of the stone, duty paid, laid down ip 
this country, would be $51.80. A piece of 
granite ofthe same size, quarried in the 
United States, would be worth the same 
amount, $16. To put the same amount of 
work upon it would cost, at the price paia 
in American yards, at least double, $42. 
Total cost to the American manufacturer, 
$58. It will be seen, therefore, that even 
with a duty of 40 per cent, the American 
producer is piaced at a substantial dis- 
advantage when compared with his foreign 
competitor. If the duty should be reduced 
to 20 per cent., as provided in the Wilson 
bill, the industry would be destroyed in 
this country.

‘* Mayor Hopass’ opportunity" is the 
caption of an editorial in the Monitor, 
which will be endorsed by many. It reads: 

The election of Mr. Hodges gives him 
an opportunity to elevate the tone of 
Quincy politics by a practical recognition 
of the principles of civil service reform. 
If merit, capability and efficiency are the 
reasons for appointment to office in local 
affairs, Mayor Hodges will make few 
changes in public officials. The fire de- 
partment (as well as the police) have been 
threatened by irresponsible partisans, with 
wholesale discharge of competent subordi- 
politics and shrewdness 
would endeavor to make friends rather 
than enemies. Republican mayors have 
certainly been generous toward men who 
are known to be sterling Democrats, and 
Mayors Porter and Fairbanks recognized 
merit in their political opponents by ap- 
pointing Democrats to many of their most 
important offices. It would make Mayor 
Hodges very close and enduring friends if 
he follows the same generous method in 
filling the positions at his disposal. 

No one expects all or many of the pres- 
ent prominent officials will be retained, yet 
there are those where it would appear that 
a change would be unwise. The most 
marked perhaps, is that of the City Clerk. 
Mr. Spear is a good Republican, but not an 
offensive partisan. In fact the right man 
in the right place, a courteous and faithful 
official who is thoroughly acquainted with 
the many minute details of the office, and 
enjoys the respect of Democrats as well as 
Republicans. 

The City Treasurer and Tax Collector is 
another office which should not be changed 
every year, and the Republican .Mayors 
have wisely retained Mr, Adams, who isa 
Democrat. 

Mr. Ewell has wade an excellent Com- 
missioner for Public Works, and the im- 
provement on our streets has been more 
noticeable under his administration than 
any of his predecessors. Yet Mr. Ewell 
can hardly expect any favors from the 
incoming government. Chief Engineer 
Ripley is doubtless another marked man, 
Democrats of the present Council having 
recommended it, yet it may be difficult to 
find a better all-round man. City Solicitor 
McAnarney, although a Democrat, has 
probably defended the Republican ad- 
ministration so successfully, as to bring dis- 
pleasure to the Democrats. The police 
department has not yet come up tothe 
expectations of the citizens. The patrol is 
a permanent force under the civil service 
rules and changes could not be easily made 
if desired. Chief Langley may not be 
responsible for all the shortcomings of the 
department, but it is doubtful if he would 
have been retained in the position under 
a Republican administration. Yet a dif- 
ficulty arises, where to find just the man 
wanted. It is a position that can be 
filled by a non-resident at the time of his 
appointment, yet it would seem as if some 
Quincy man might be secured. 

A clean sweep of the Board of Assessors 
is probable, yet people would like to see 
Mr. Perkins retained either as Principal 
Assessor or assistant. It is unfortunate 
for the taxpayers that there are so pany 
changes in this board, and an equitable as- 
sessment cannot be expected so long as it 
continues. None of the present board were 
on the board of 1892, and there have teen 
three different Principal Assessors during 
the five years, two Democrats serving two 
years each, The Assessors should be a 
continuous board—the Principal to be ap- 
pointed annually and three of the six as- 
sistant assessors for two years each. This 
would give a new administration the way to 
change a majority of the board yet retain 
three old members each year. 


Tue ACTION of the Governor and Coun- 
cil in removing our distinguished towns- 
man from a State commission, is surprising 
to those who know the gentleman well. 
Mr. Federben bas held many public posi- 
tions and was at one time a prominent can- 
didate for the Republican nomination of 
Mayor of this city. While he lost many 
friends by his bitterness toward the success- 
ful candidate, it is a fact that his ability 
and good service were recognized, and 
many would have liked to see him in public 
office longer. As a member of the Legis- 
lature, be was regular in attendance and 
investigated carefully all subjects before it, 
taking a prominent part on the floor. As 
first President of the Quincy City Council 
he did an immense amount of good work, 
and has had no superior in the office. 
With a Quincy man a member of the 
Governor’s Council and a member of the 
investigating committee, it would seem that 
Mr. Federhen ought to have received fair 
play, but the citizens would like more light 
before condemning him. 


Ir 1s said there will be a strong move- 
ment in the Legislature this winter to 
change the date of assessing taxes from 
May 1 to April.

Advertising Granite. 


The Stone a monthly magazine published 
in Chicago has taken up the discussion 
relative to advertising granite as suggested 
by the Leper and comments as follows: 

“If the granite producers and manufac- 
turers would withdraw their men from the 
road, and use the same amount of money 
in advertising their goods in behalf of local 
dealers, we believe it would be a most 
excellent thing forboth. The retail monu- 
ment dealer is nowadays little else than an 
agent-—a traveling salesman in local terri- 
tory—beset on all sides by competitors 
who are struggling to earn a commission 
on a piece of work to be placed with the 
manufacturer at Quincy or elsewhere. He 
isno longer a manufacturer. If he does 
the lettering on the monument and sets it 
up, be embraces about all the labor left 
undone by the wholesaler. This isa con- 
dition of the trade that has come about in 
the natural order of changes, and was 
inevitable. If the local dealer is to remain 
in business he must follow this clearly 
made line. If he becomes a warehouse- 
man and sales agent for granite manufac- 
turers of different sections, judicious adver- 
tising in a general way by the latter will 
help his business. 

“Stone is an earnest exponent of the 
principal of advertising. We know it pays 
when properly done. We believe it will 
pay us to have the manufacturers follow a 
liberal policy in that respect. It will stir 
up the local dealer to seek a higher educa- 
tion in subjects pertinent to his trade; will 
‘put his wit a-working” on something 
else than schemes to beat the ‘‘ other fel- 
low” out of a commission in ordering a 
monument and the job of setting it up; 
will inculcate modern business methods, 
and out of ali this change will come about 
a desire for the best literature of the trade 
that is published and Stone will get its 
proper reward from that. 

“An interesting discussion is going on 
in a Quincy, (Mass.,) daily paper as to the 
advisability of advertising the excellent 
granite from that section in the magazines 
and secular papers. Our contemporary, 
the Monumental News, derisively opposes 
the idea, claim that it will work agairst 
the interests of the marble and granite 
dealer. Stone is of the opinion that the 
News takes a wrong view of the matter. 
The proposition of the granite manufac. 
turers of Quincy looks solely to the popu 
larizing of that material. We no not 
understand it means to strike at the busi- 
ness of the local dealer, but rather to help 
him by creating a demand for a product 
for which he is the authorized agent in his 
locality. To assume that the primary 
object of the manufacturers is to fill orders 
direct, or maintain an army of agents to 
scour the country tu secure them, is an as- 
sumption that from the very nature of the 
trade is impracticable, because if Quincy 
attempted it Barre, Concord, Montpelier, 
Westerly and the dozen other sections 
would be forced into competition of the 
same character, and there would be such a 
piling up of expenses that ruin would come 
upon every concern engaged in it. But 
advertising the quality of the product, 
and its adaptability for known purposes, 
would be legitimate and profitable with- 
out a doubt. 

“The best point about the proposition is 
that the crowning evil in the retail trade, 
as now conducted, will be done away with 
— it will stop “the dealer in an adjoining 
county” from underbidding on a Quincy 
monument. He will attend to his own 
trade in that product and let his neighbor 
alone. 

** Furthermore, it will help to create a 
demand for American granite over the 
foreign article and thus extend the field of 
labor for our skilful workers in stone. 
We cannot understand the logic of our 
contemporary as applied against the value 
of advertising to popularize a product it 
stands to represent, unless it is it fears the 
effect which such a plan would have upon 
itself. As to that it sees blindly, conceding 
it a good medium wherewith to reach the 
retail dealers of the country.””

The weath- 
er in Florida during the summer was highly 
favcrable for the development of the fruit, 


and many young groves are coming 
into bearing for the firsttime. The fruit 


is ripening earlier than it has for several 
years past, and is reaching this city in 


heavy quantities, but prices are very 
jlow, due to decay caused by recent 
| rains. Recently there arrived, _be- 


} Sides large quantities of the fruit bound 
for other points, about 60,000 boxes, while 
but a few days previous 42,000 boxes were 
thrown on this market. The heaviest re- 
ceivers are the Florida Fruit exchange, 
| who sell the product of about 8000 growers 
}at auction. An average price of recent 
sales is $1.60, and this nets the grower but 
sixty-five cents a box on the tree, the re- 
turn heretofore baving been about a dollar 
a box.—Scientific American.

SMOKE PREVENTION. The last Legis- 


lature of Massachusetts passed 4 law 
regulating the smoke nuisance in the 
large cities. This law provides that in 


the citiesof over 300,000 inhabitants, after 
July of the present year, no person should 
‘use bituminous coal for the purpose of 
making steam in boilers in any building, 
unless the furnace in which said coal is 
burned is so built or equipped that at 
least 75 per cent. of the smoke is consumed 
or otherwise prevented from entering the 
atmosphere.”” The penalty was fixed at 
not less than $10 nor more than $100 for 
each week during which the violation of 
the law should continue.

The New Chemical, 


The new combination engine at Atlantic 
has been wet, so to speak, and now all 
doubt as to its wearing well has been 
removed, and the reputation of the 
members of the company established as 
first class entertainers. 

The gathering of Thursday evening was 
anotable one in more respects than one, 
from the simple fact that there were pres- 
ent several city officials who will shortly 
lose their titles, yet this did not in any 
way interfere with the sociability of the 
affair which was non-partisan in every 
respect, 

The invited guests and citizens of 
Atlantic began to gather early in the even- 
ing, and an opportunity was had to iaspect 
the new engine as she stoodin the house 
all ready to respond to an alarm should 
there be one. Nothing but praise and com- 
pliments were heard and they were certain- 
ly merited, fora handsomer piece of ap- 
paratus never came into Quincy, and there 
is no doubt but what she will do all that it 
is said she can do. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock all adjourned to 
Music hall and seats were taken about the 
long tables that completely filled the hall.

The New Apparatus. 


As many have not yet seen the new ap- 
paratusa brief description would not be 
out of place. 

The engine was built by Holloway of 
Baltimore and has all the latest improve- 
ments. As it now stands, all loaded, it 
weighs 5575 pounds. There is a high 
driver's seat in front, back of which is the 
hose wagon which carries 1000 feet of hose. 

Beneath this there are two chemical 
tanks of 35 gallonseach. These are con- 
nected by a siamese valve, so that there is 
no interruption of a stream, for as soon as 
one tank isempty the other is thrown into 
use. The apparatus also carries a 25-foot ex- 
tension ladder and a roof ladder, axes,crow- 
bars, wrenches, etc. The hose for the 
chemical is on a reel on the front of the 
carriages and is always connected with the 
tanks and is so arranged that it can be 
played from the front or rear as occasion 
may demand. On the sides of the step in 
the rear are two small tanks in which are 
extra charges of vitrol, and underneath the 
hose reel there is a good sized tool box. 

The engine is painted in the standard 
fire department colors and on the front of 
the dasher are the words, ‘‘ Quincy No. 2.” 

The new piece of apparatus is a good one 
and the company that man it is second to 
none in the city, and there is no doubt but 
what when called upon they will be found 
ready and willing and will do good service, 
and the citizens of Ward Six are to be con- 
gratulated.

Upon motion of Mr. King, a committee 
of five was elected from each ward, each 
committee to elect a secretary, and jointly 
to select a president, secretary and treas- 
urer.

George H. Field, Overseer of the Poor, 
was elected president, and Miss Elizabeth 
Hardwick, secretary and treasurer. 

Neither were present but a committee 
waited upon Mr. Field and requested his 
presence. 

Mr. Field at first declined but was 
pressed to accept, and finally consented 
with the understanding that the meetings 
were to be held in the afternoon and that 
there should be a vice president. 

Overseer Field said he had felt very 
much the need of assistance the past few 
weeks. He knew of unworthy people who 
had been assisted by societies, oftea by 
more than one, and there were probably 
those deserving who had not been reached, 
There was need of systematic work to 
keep out impostors and prevent doubling 
up. There were some things the Overseer 
of the Poor was prevented by law from 
doing, and he could not investigate the 
condition of families as well as women.

The officers were authorized to prepare 
bylaws and submit to the next meeting.

Christmas Fire. 


The incendiary’s torch, was, on Sunday 
evening, again applied, and so thoroughly 
did it accomplish its work, that in a short 
while the polishing shop, engine house and 
saw mill of Fagan & Ballou were a mass of 
charred embers, entailing a loss of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

It was about 7.45 when a bright light in 
the quarries off Quarry street gave warning 
that something was ablaze and an alarm 
was rung in from Box 42. 

Steamer 1, Hose 1 and 3, and Hook and 
Ladder 1, were soon on the scene though 
the mud on Quarry street was something 
frightful. It gave the brave fire horses a 
long and hard pull, 

When the fire was reached it was seen 
that the polishing shop and engine house 
near the old Barker quarry on Quarry 
street, now owned by Fagan & Ballou, was 
all ablaze. The steamer was placed near a 
quarry filled with water and in a few 
minutes two strong streams were being 
thrown into the seething furnace. 

By this time the crowds of sightseers 
began to arrive, drawn hither no doubt by 
the sight of the flames which could be seen 
for miles. A squad of police were soon on 
the scene and did good work in keeping the 
crowds back. Several sparks landed near 
the top of the large derrick and were 
having a blaze all to themselves until a 
ladderman put an end to their existence 
with a chemical extinguisher. 

The loss on the building and machinery 
will be about $5000 and the loss on the 
saw mill will be $2000 more. There were 
several stones waiting to be polished and it 
is thought that the loss on these will 
amOynt to considerable. One large carved 
stone belonging to Bizzozero Bros., which 
in itself was worth over $2000, was 
slightly damaged. The polishing machin- 
ery had been but recently put in. The 
place and contents were insured for about 
$2000. 

A short time ago the firm withdrew 
$3000 worth of insurance which they had 
been carrying since the lockout.

Lecture on Coal. 


The young men who were fortunate 
enough to hear Superintendent Lull of the 
public schools, speak on the subject of 
“Coal” at the Y. M. C. A. rooms Thursday 
evening were richly repaid for their at- 
tendance. To one who has not made the 


uninteresting topic upon which to talk. 
Mr. Lull bad placed upon the blackboard a 
syllabus of a two hours talk, but by ex- 
plaining only the most important parts, 
crowded it into one hour. 

He explained the formation of coal and 
told how the principle could be illustrated 
by placing a piece of paper in aclosed stove 
by the making of charcoal, and the muck 
and peat. 

He spoke of the different kiads, the pure, 


The fixed consisting of the graphite, the 
charcoal and diamond. He spoke of the 
erroneous use of the word ‘lead pencil” 
atall. He exhibited a genuine lead pencil 
which in fact was not a “‘lead”’ pencil 
about fifteen inches long which he had 


seen. 


and their uses explained. The various 
kinds of fuel used in the early history of 
the human race were spoken of. As man 
became civilized it was necessary for him to 
have a better fuel, especially to use in the 
various industria] arts. 

As early as 1688 it was discovered that 
gas could be made from coal, but its value 
was not realised until.a. hundred years’ 
later, and even then prominést men in 
England Sdoubted the idea: that it could 
be made of practical use. It was first 
introduced into Boston for practical use. 
The products are coke, gas, ammonia liquid 
and coal tar. 

Mr. Lull explained the various uses of 
the products ‘of coal. Formerly | the 
ammonia and coal tar were considered 
worthléss’ but today they are among the 
most valuable productions, for from them 
is made nearly all dyeing material, carbolic 
acid, naphtha and benzine, aspbaltum, 
paraffine and petroleum it is unnecessary 
to say that the talk proved a revelation to 
the young men present. 

The next talk_will be given by Mr. 
Edward Southworth, on civil government,

The Young Men’s Christian association 
is an institution which has for its definite 
object the betterment of young men. Its 
reading room is filled with interesting 
papers and magazines. The library is 
small but well selected. A new feature of 
the association, however, which comes 
nearer the regular class-room instruetion, 
is the practical talks on various subjects by 
prominent business and professional men, 
given on Thursday evenings. 

Three very interesting talks have already 
been given—‘* Books and reading” by Mr. 
M. C. Ayers, editor of the Boston Adver- 
tiser, and ‘‘ Banking” by Mr. R. F. Claf- 
lin, The third by Supt. Lull of the public 
schools, who spoke on ‘‘ Coal.”’ There will 
be a series of three talks on civil govern- 
ment by those thoroughly conversant with 
the subject, ex-Goy. Long among the num- 
ber. Among others who will speak on 
interesting subjects will be Mr. Geo. A. 
Litchfield, president of the Massachusetts 
Benefit association, and Mr. Theophilus 
King, vice-president of the Bank of Re- 
demption. 

Let the young men who are not satisfied 
with their position in life embrace this op- 
portunity. A college course is a good 
thing, butit is only the foundation for a 
real education. Its prime object is to 
teach a man how to study and search for 
the truth for himself. Many of the men 
who have risen to fame have never studied 
inside college walls. The young men who 
will neglect these opportunities of improv- 
ing his education because of social engage- 
ments and other attractions can never be 
expected to make much progress in his 
trade. The city is filled with young men 
today out of employment. Instead of 
spending their time in loafing or reading 
trash, let them put the time in by acquir- 
ing useful knowledge, and it will not be 
long before they will have permanent work. 

All young men, whether members of the 
Association or not, are cordially invited 
to attend these talks at the Association 
rooms on Thursday evenings. 


Tue Parrior is surprised that the School 
Committee should go on record as favoring 
an annex tothe 18-room Willard school- 
house. Perhaps it is all a bluff to crowd 
outthe proposed new hose house, but it 
should not be considered for various 
reasons. For one of these, the danger of 
fire, it would not be advisable to locate the 
hose house on this lot either, as it is 
grouping too much city property together. 
The city carries no insurance on its build- 
ings and the loss of one building would 
be a severe blow. The same insurance 
company would not care to insure two 
large buildings in such close proximity, 
and for a like reason the city should not 
take the risk. 

The second reason is that the scholars 
could not be better graded than at present, 
and therefore there is no need of further 
concentration. 

Third, the principal and janitor have all 
they cap do and require more assistance 
than in the other school buildings. 

Fourth, it isa hardship on many of the 
smaller children in West Quincy, to walk 
so far to school. 

Fifth, a new eight-room building near the 
corner of Crescent street and Hall place 
would be more convenient, for those who 
might attend it, and would be filled almost 
as soon as built. 

The Willard is already overran, two 
store rooms being occupied. Then, there 
are children on the east of the Willard who 
would find it nearer to attend the Willard 
than the Lincoln, and the later is crowded. 


TUE HIGHEST tax rate of 1893 is that of 
Granville in Hampden county, $27 per 
$1000; the lowest in Gosnold, Dukes coun- 
ty, $4.44. Half way between would be 
$16.22, and that of Quincy was below this, 
$15.80. In 17 cities and 186 towns there 
was an increased rate, while Quincy was 
one of the 10 cities and 91 towns to show a 
decrease. In 8 cities and 45 towns the 
rate was unchanged.

He was skating 
backwards when he tripped and fell, strik- 
ing his head with such force as to render 
him unconscious.

Every person, rich or poor, high or low, 
old or young, who is not in favor of lower 
wages and less comfortin life, should at 
once write a postal card to the Congress- 
man from his or her district, protesting 
against the passage of this bill.

The deserving poor can truly say, it was 
a rich Christmas. It was the merriest one 
they have seen for years. If any one of 
them was forgotten it wasa mistake, for 
there were different agencies at work in all 
parts of the city—the churches, the Sun- 
day schools, the public schools, the King’s 
Daughters, charitable societies, young 
ladies, young men and individuals gener- 
ally. Many orders were left at the local 
markets, groceries, clothing houses, dry 
goods stores and other places to forward 
goods to this one and that one, and every 
one seemed happy. 

Tt made business good, too, and many of 
the local merchants are more than satisfied 
with their Christmas trade, which a few 
weeks ago did not look encouraging. 

It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of good that was done the poor people of 
this city Christmas, or the large amount of 
help that was given by private individuals 
for there was certainly mach done. 

There were however many charitable 
acts done by the churches and organiza- 
tions connected with them as well as by 
children of the public schools that are not 
generally known. 

The pupils of the Adams school collected 
about 2 barrels of potatoes, 1 1-2 barrels of 
turpips, 1 1-2 barrels of cabbages, tea, 
flour, sugar, groceries and clothing, These 
were done up in packages and Friday and 
Saturday Mr. Nowland and the children 
visited some twenty-five families. There 
is about a bushel of potatoes and a bushel 
of turnips left which will be given to some 
deserving persons. 

The young ladies of the Y.P. S.C. E. 
have raised quitea sum of money which 
will be given to a fand thatis being raised 
to help some poor families during the 
coming winter. 

The King’s Daughters of the Congrega- 
tional church helped several families and 
will help several more duripe the comin 
week, ‘ 

At the Coddington schoo! several of the 
poor pupils were provided with new suits 
of clothes. 

Universalist Charch. 

The members of the Universalist Sunday 
school had a merry Christmas time in the 
church vestry on Saturday evening.
